We.have extended our frontier 
fromthe banks of the Niemen to the shores 
of the Pacific Ocean, and have revived the 
traditional belief that our irresistible ad- 


‘ vance towards the East can only he checked 


‘by the fea. It has been contended that our 
veal Bosphorus is situated on the Pacific 
Ocean. But now all far-seeing observers 
recognize that Japan itself is the rock which 
may some day arrest our progress It would 
_ geem as though Europe were well pleased at 
the appearance of this new great power. If 
‘that be the case, it is only because Europe 
has shrewdly discovered that Japan has be- 
come our rival. In view of this circum- 
gtance,-the Siberian railway assumes quite 
@ new significance and importance, and in 
the light of the altered political situation it 
must take a different direction. In any case 
we have delayed its construction a little too 
Tong. We are convinced that our diplomacy 
‘bas a great task before it. A full acquaint- 
ance with the new situation, combined with 
consistent and energetic action, is imperi- 
ously required.

Bismarck’s Advice to a Committee Repre- 
senting Germans in Odessa, 

Friedrichsruhe, April 11.—Prince Bismarck, 
replying to a ceputation representing the Ger- 
mans in Odessa, teday begged his hearers to 
foster the political friendship which, he in- 
sisted, was so necessary to both Germany and 
Russia, adding: 

** Russia is certainly a better neighbor than 
many another.”’ 

The Prince concluaed with saying: 

“Continue to be good Germans and do 
nothing to prejudice the friendship of Russia.”’ 


DEFENSE OF LADY HENRY SOMERSET. 


Miss Willard Denies Mr. Hicks’ Charges 
and Does Not Know Him. 

London, April 11.—Charges made by a Mr. 
Hicks of Chicago recentiy Lady Henry 
Somerset rented considerablé' of her property 
here to liquor dealers and that her tenements 
were allowed to remain ina disgracefully un- 
healthy condition’ have caused much indig- 
nation among Lady Henry’s friends. Miss 
Frances Willard says: 

As soon as Lady Henry Somerset had left the 
United States old statements concerning her 
saloons, her slnms, her parks. etc., were revived. 
In England none of the criticisms would be re- 
ceived for a moment. It is well known that 
when she came into her property most of it was 
under ninety-nine year leases with which she 
could no more interfere than an outsider. A few 
licenses of the few pub!ic houses on her estate 
have run out, and in every instance she 
has declined to renew them. she is just now 
having a lawsuit with her trustees, who claim 
that for her not to renew the license of the 
Whitehall, a famous hotel in the Town of Rei- 
gate, near London, where she lives, is a public 
injury, and that as trustees they are in duty 
bound to prevent property becoming less valua- 
ble. In her defense Lady Henry asserts the 
right of conscience and that she is not to be re- 
quired to do what she considers to be wrong 
even though the property should suffer. 

Lady Henry Somerset’s record is perfectly 
clear, and the men who are trying to injure her 
are undoubtedly in the employ of the ‘liquor 
traffic. As for Mr. Hicks, I never heard of him, 
much less worked with him, as the liquor papers 
say I did.

Milwaukee, Wis., April 11.—(Special. |— 

The removal of the dumaged stock of Lan 

dauer & Co, to cars in the Northwestern yards, 

where itis being loaded for Chicago, caused 

a small-sized riot in the: Third Ward today. 

The hauling of the damaged goods 

was begun yesterday. A number of 

teams were put to work. The sight of the 
damaged bolts of cloth piled high on the 
wagons excited the cupidity of some of the 


‘ people who lived in the Third Ward, through 


which the wagons passed. They took a few 
bolts of cloth, blankets, and other things 
from the wagons as they passed 
Although the drivers remonstrated they did 
not mind them. Today, when the wagons ap- 
peared, there was a mob ready to receive 
them. They lighted on the wagons and car. 
ried away the goods by the wholesale. None of 
the wagons which left the Landauer store 
today reached the Northwestern railroad 
yards with more than half the load with 
which they started. Mr. Hendrickson, who 
has charge of the work for the Western 
Wreckage and Salvage company, put extra. 
men on the wagons to protect the goods, but 
these were met with a volley of stones from

HE SUES ON THE BOND. 


JAOOBS SEEKS TO RBOOVER $100,- 
000 FROM ED LEIENDEOKER. 


South Town Clerk Declares the Supervisor 
Has Expended Illegally Town Funds to 
an Extent to Warrant Action—Lelen- 
decker Hhs Trausferred Property—Ef- 
forts to Find Him Unavaltiling So Fare 
Civic Federation Still Intends to Exam- 
ine His Books. 


Suit has been instituted in the Circuit 
Court against Edward J. Leieudecker, Super- 
visor of the South Town, and his bondsmen, 
Charles J. and Fred W. Lelendecker, to re- 
cover $100,000 alleged to have been illegally 
paid out of the town funds by Leiendecker, 

The filing of this suit has disclosed the fact 
that March 18 last, a few days before the 
meeting of the Town Auditing Board, Super- 
visor Leiendecker transferred his real estate 
to John P. Leiendecker for a consideration 
of $25,000. 

Another important thing in connection 
with this suit is the whereabouts 
of Leiendecker. Nobody seems to 


it, but thought it strange that Leien- 
decker had not been in to see him, Mr. Mc- 
Keough and the Supervisor have had an im- 
portant but long-delayed engagement with 
E. O. Brown, attorney for the Civic Federa- 
tion, at which an investigation of the South 
Towa books was:to be made. This little job 
was to have been done a week ago Tuesday, 
but Mr. Leiendecker went away on his shoot- 
ing trip. Mr. Brown’ waited until Friday 
last and then wrote asharp letter tu McKeough 
inquiring why the engagement had been 
broken. McKeough didn’t know of any rea- 
son escept the absence of Leiendecker and 
the records, so he maintained silence, Yes- 
terday he said: 

‘* The moment I can find Leiendecker I will 
urge him to bring in the books and allow 
Mr. Brown to inspect them, Of course we 
shall not let them go. out of our 
possession, They are the only vouchers 
Leiendecker has for the money he has paid 
out, and if anything should happen to them 
he would be left ina bad fix. But he won’t 
object to Mr. Brown seeing them and making 
a transcript of the pay-rolls which are alleged 
to be stuffed.”’ 

There is one man in town who does not like 
the proceedings begun in the name of the 
South Town of Chicago by Knight, Wagner & 
Kendig, and he says so plainly. This man is 
Mr. Brown. He thinks that so long as the

Jacobs Decides to Act Quickly. 


Abe Jacobs’ term as Clerk of the South 
Town expires tomorrow. The Clerk has a 
right under the statutes to bring an action in 
the name of the town against any of the town 
officers if he belseves there has been a breach 
of their bonds. Jacobs, so he declares, was 
afraid his successor might not try to collect 
the money which it is asserted Leiendecker 
has paid out illegally, and yesterday put the 
matter into the hands of Knight, Wagner 


& Kendig, with instructions to press 
the suit 80 as to get the 
case into court while he was yet Town 


Clerk. Harry J. Kendig, the member of the 
firm who has the suit in charge, tiled the 
precipe in the afternoon, and then began the 
work of preparing the formal declaration. 

Mr. Kendig is conversant with the snarl in 
South Town affairs, as he is the attorney who 
secured the injunction in the name of Benja- 
min Gallup restraining Leiendecker from 
paying out some $24,000 on salary account, 
This was done last September. The case is 
now on Judge Horton’s calendar for final 
argument and probably will be reached in 
two weeks. 

In his declaration in the new suit Mr. Ken- 
dig will allege that the South Town accounts 
never have been properly audited; that the 
officers are drawing large sums of money for 


theic own use without warrant of law; 
and that the pay-rolls have been 
stuffed. The round sum of $100,000 


is given as the amount for which Leiendecker 
is indebted to the town, but it is admitted he 
may have some legitimate offsets which may 
reduce the claim considerably. 

**We are willing,” said Mr. Kendig, “ to 
give Mr. Leiendecker credit for every dollar 
that has been paid out honestly and legally, 
bat he must make good all the money that 
has been expended illegally.”’ 3

Will Make the Same Charces. 


The mail of the Judges of the Circuit and 
Superior Courts is pretty heavy these days. 
As told exclusively in Tuz Trisune of yester- 
day three interesting letters relative to the 
South Town squabbie alreaay have been re- 
ceived this week by the Judges, and there’s 
more to come. Abe Jacobs has declared dis 
intention of writing a letter to the Judges 
disclaiming the authorship of the one 
sent out Monday over his signature 
attacking the probity of the South Town Jus- 
tices. But in this letter Jacobs declares he 
will offer to present evidence in the shape of 
town records to prove the assertions made in 
the communication which he repudiates. 

In this connection a statement made by 
Lawyer Charles M. Hardy to Justice J. K. 
Prindiville is highly important: 

‘* 1 was at the Olympic Theater Saturday,” 
eaid Mr. Hardy, ‘‘and Jacobs showed 
me a copy of the letter which 
was sent to the Judges under date of April 
10. He asked me whether it was libelous and 
i told him that depended upon the spirit in 
which it was used. If he were sure of the 
facts and could show it was written for the 
public good an action for libel might not lie, 
but I added: 

* Young man, it’s a pretty risky thing to at- 
tack any man’s character whether your state- 
ments are true or not and my advice is, don’t 
do it.’ 

Justice Everett was busy yesterday bring- 
ing his case into shape for a prosecution of 
Jacobs ona charge of criminal libel. The 
other J ustices were talking over the attempt 
made to **shake them down’”’ in the interest, 
or aileged interest. of the South Town Clerk. 

Clerk Jacobs at a Jate hour last night made 
the statement that the Justices of the Peace 
were brought into the case against his will 
and request. Hesaid Leiendecker was the 
only man he was after, and in the Supervisor’s 
case ne was only acting in the interest of the 
taxpayers to expose illegal use of town funds 
and prevent a repetition of thé act. “Justice 
Everett. mvy have me indicted if he wishes 
to,”’ Jacobs declared, “ but if he does I will 
get out ona writ of habeas corpus, | won’t 
be chump enough to give bail, for, if I did, 
the case would never be pushed. On habeas 
corpus proceedings I would havea chance to 
prove the charges I have been making. And, 
by the way, put it in strong that I didn’t write 
that letter.” 

South Town finances are in bad shape 
owing to the fight. In 1884 the expenses of 
the various officers were $34,000. In 1889 
they had run up to $50,000 a year, and in 
1894 $110,000 was paid out. It had been 
thie custom to go through the form of approv- 
ing the accounts at the annual town meetiiigs, 
and then voting an ‘appropriation for the cur- 
rent year, Atthe last town meeting, when 
the gang was overcome and the taxpayers 
took control, no uppropriation was made, 
so. the town officers have no money 
to work on and employés and others must 
wait for their pa y until some arrangement is 
made for aloan. Whether any one will be 
willing-to advance cash under the circum- 

stances is doubtful. In 1893, when col- 


lections were glow, the town officers got loans 
from the banks, but in that year there wus 


an appropriation which could be used as se- 
curity. Now, with no money in sight and no 
provision for any legal draft on the treasury, 
the officers are in doubt how to proceed.

not want to undergo the humiliation 
of a second failure. After her 
trial she returned home  despondent 


and told her mother that she was afraid she 
had not passed. She told several of her

Last Seen of Ell wanger. . 

Monday morning, said Schuster, he and 
Ellwanger went to Chicago.

It was midnight 
when the two reached Schuster’s house, a 
quarter ofa mile from the Eliwanger place, 
Schuster asked Eliwanger to stay the night, 
but Ellwanger said he thought he would go 
home.

That was the last seen of Ell- 
wanger. He was sober and had expressed no 
feeling against his wife. 

The house is a short quarter of a mile from 
Cedar Lake, and next morning a boat, which 
the night before had been hauled up on the. 
shore, was found adrift in the iake. 

Mrs, Eilwanger was the accredited owner 
of considerable property, and when the news 
of her death spread relatives began to arrive. 
First upon the scene were Anthony Dolezal 
of No. 1813 West Forty-first street and his 
brother, William Dolezal of No. 528 Hermit- 
age avenue. They were giadly welcomed by 
Sheriff Hayes, who had been praying they 
would accommodate him by crossing the 
Indiana line.

CHARGED WITH DOUGLAS’ MURDER. 


Mrs. Haughson and Druggist King Held at 
Muskegon,Mich., for an Old Crime. 

Muskégon, Mich., April 11.—{Special.— 
Mrs. Mary E. Houghson_and George. W. 
King, a druggist and her nephew, were ar- 
rested today, charged with the murder of 
Nathan Douglas July 20, 1892, by poison. 
They were committed to jail without bail. 
A few weeks ago King was under arrest, 
charged with arson, and it was while look- 
up the evidence.in that case the murder 
chargé was unearthed. It was found that 
after the death of Douglas King had come 
into quite a sum of money, which, it is 
charged, hé obtained from Mrs. Hougb- 
son. The woman has had an eventful life. 
She came here in 1800 with Justin Hissong 
from Big Rapids, her husband obtaining 
work as a compositor. He died suddenly 
March 16, 1890. Two years later she was 
married to Nathan Douglas of Fruitport. 
In sixty-four days he died suddenly. The 
following year she wedded M. V. Fadner, 
who deserted her, she obtaining a divorce 
on that ground. She then married Henry 
Houghson, with whom she was living at 
the time of her arrest. An examination 
shows arsenic in quantities to kill in the 
internal organs of Douglas. He altered his 
will and insurance policies in her favor just 
seven days before death, she receiving some 
$3,500. She was born in New York and is 
said to be a half-sister of Kate Bender. 


DR. THOMAS B. REDDING DROWNED. 


Falls Into a Uistern of His Conservatory 
: While in a Faint, 

New Castie, Ind., April 11.—[Special. ]— 
Dr. Thomas B. Redding, A. M., Ph. D., fell 
into the cisterft in his conservatory here this 
afternoon while in a faint, resulting from 
heart trouble, and was drowned} 

[Dr. Redding was born in this county Dec. 27, 
1831, graduated from Indiana Asbury Univer- 
sity in 1854, and in 1857 engaged in the practice 
ofiaw. He was that year elected Prosecuting 
Attorney of the judicial circuit of which Henry 
County was a part. on the first Republican 
ticket ever voted for in the county. 
Soun after he resigned his office and went to 
Chicago where he practiced law for three years 
with G. A. Johnson. In 1860 he retarned to the 
city, where he resided constantly. All his time 
which was not taken up with his practice was 
devoted to scientific investigations. He was a 
member of many scientific societies in both 
the United States and Europe and. was 
a constant contributor for many _ years 
to scientific journals on both continents. Within 
the last fifteen years be has discovered more 
than fifty forms ef animal life in Eastern Indi- 
ana which had hitherto been unknown to the 
scientific world. For many years he had been 
a member of tha Board of Trustees of Depauw 
University. He was a member of the M. E. 
Church and was_a Knight Templar. He leaves 
one child, Mrs. Rosa Mikels, Principal of New 
Castle High School. | 


CHIEF JUSTICE HORTON RESIGNS. 


Judge David Martin of Atchison Placed on 
the Kansas Bench. 

Topeka, Kas., April 11.—Albert H. Hor- 
ton, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Kansas, handed his resignation to Gov. 
Morrill this evening. The resignation was 
at once accepted, and Gov. Morrill appointed 
Judge David Martin of Atchison to be the 
new Chief Justice. Judge Horton has been 
Chief Justice since 1877, and resigns to be- 
come a member of a Kansas law firm hand- 
ling large corporation interests. The name 
of the firm has not been disclosed as yet. 
He was a prominent candidate for United 
States Senator when ex-Senator Ingalls 
was chosen for the first time. Judge Horton 
is well known throughout theWest. 

Atchison, Kas., April 11.—[Special ]—It is 
announced here tonight Judge David Martin 
of Atchison has been appointed to succeed 
Chief Justice Horton on the-Kansas Supreme 
Court, who resigned today. Martin was for- 
merly Judge of the Twenty-second Judicial 
District of Kansas and is one of the best 
known jusistsin the State. Judge Horton 
will become associated with B. P. Waggener 
and J. W. Orr of Atchison, attorneys for the 
Missouri Pacific in Kansas and Nebraska. 


TRAINMAN KILLED BY NEGRO TRAMP. 


George Spears Dies Instantly from a Bual- 
let Received in a Fight. 

Ottumwa, lIa., April 11.—[Special.]— 
George Spears was instantly killed on a Rock 
Island passenger train this morning by a 
negro tramp at Allerton. The murderer was 
seen in Centerville last night. The City Mar- 
shal spotted him as a suspicious character and 
ordered him to leave town. This he promised 
todo, and he was seen to get on a Rock Island 
fast train going southwest, which leaves here 
at 4 p. m.

VALLEY IN HIGH GLEE 


SUBSTITUTE DRAINAGE OANAL BILL 
REPORTED FAVORABLY. | 


Information Leaks Out Last Night That 
Opposition to the Original Measure Is 
Prompted by. Mercenary Motives-—If 
Sabstitute Passes Some Lockport Prop- 
erty Would Be Condemned at a High 
PriceSecretary Eckhart’s Pilea Before 
the Committee. 

Springfield, Il!., April 11.—/Special.]|—The 
first of a series of contests over the bills for 
the completion of the Chicago Drainage 
Canal came to a finish this afternoon before 
the Senate Committee on Drainage and 
Waterways. The substitute bill offered by the 
valley people was indorsed by a vote of 6: to 
5. The friends of the substitute bill were 
Aspinwall, Dunlap, Niehaus, Barnes, Leeper, 
and Munroe. Hunt, Campbell of Cook, 
Dwyer, Humphrey, and Salomon voted for 


_the bill the people of Chicago want. Niehaus 


comes from the Peoria district; Barnes lives 
on the Illinois River, as does Leeper; Munroe 
is from Joliet, and he has made it his busi- 
ness ever since he came to Springfield to do 
anything and everything to prevent legisla- 
tion looking toward the completion of the 
canal. 

A little bit of inside information concern- 
ing the activity of some of the Lockport and 
Joliet people is out here tonight and puts a 
new phase on the situation. The widening of 
the canal between Joliet and Lockport, as 
contemplated by the bill offered by the valley 
people, necessitates the condemnation of a 
lot of property in the town of Lockport. A 
portion of the property in question is covered 
with mills. About half of it is unused and 
unproductive at present. The entire property 
is worth something like $75,000. Its value, 
as tixed by a local jury in the Will County 
Court, would be at least five times that 
amount. There is a tip out heré that this 
state of affairs accounts for. the interest be- 
trayed by some people to get the substitute 
bill through the Legislature, 

United States Marshal John W. Arnold,who 
is a resident of Lockport, came here yester- 
day morning and is doing his best for the sub- 
stitute bill. His ostensible mission was in 
the interest of the authorities of the Joliet 
Prison, whose affairs are being examined by 
aspecial House committee. Arnold is jubdi- 
lant tonight over the act of the Committee on 
Waterways, and seems to regard the passage 
of the substitute bill a certainty. 


» Working Like Trojans. 


The Capital is alive with people from all . 


along the Illinois River. Joliet has a delega- 
tion here, and so has Ottawa and alot of 
other towns. These pgople are banded to- 
gether and working in strictest harmony. 
Their work began jong before the organiza- 
tion of the House and Senate. A lot of Sena- 
tors fought for places on committees like 
Corporations and Judiciary, without giving 
any thought to the bills thg@t would come 
before Watetways and Drainage. They lost 
sight of this most important committee 
which more than any other has the welfare of 
their constituents in keeping. But the valley 
people never overlooked a bet. They plugged 
the committee and they plugged it well, load- 
ing it to the guards with men whose ambition 
would be gratified if they could kill the ca- 
nal project. Cook County got four mem ber- 
ships, the Illinois River and Joliet an equal 
number. Monroe, a Will County man, got 
the Chairmanship. Aspinwall and Hunt 
came in from Northwestern Illinois, Aspin- 
wail favors the bill offered Dy the valley peo- 
ple, and sometime ago madea promise to 
Senator Monroeto support it. Dan Hunt, 
however, realizes the imperative necéssity of 
the bill offered by the Drainuge Commission 
and he stood up ane fought for it like a man, 

The bill offered by the valley people is sim- 
ply preposterous and out ofall reason. They 
want the Trustees to make a navigable chan- 
nel from Lockport to Joliet, which would 
cost about $6,000.000 extra. . The property 
in the drainage distr.ct will pay for this, al- 
though Chicago would not get any benefit 
from it. The bill provides that to make this 
channel an additional 1 per cent tax shall be 
levied for six years. The valiey people want 
to get the substitute bill under headway be- 
cause they know the people of Chicago will 
not stand it. They are not satisfied to have 
the fiinprovement made and they are renew- 
ing the old fight they made here session after 
session. 

In High Feather Last Night. 


The valley people are in high feather to- 
night, hiaving achieved what they regard asa 
substantial victory. They seem to think the 
Senate will approve the action of the com mit- 
tee in indorsing the substitute bill. The Sen- 
ate willtake a recess from tomorrow until 
next Wednesday morning, when the fight will 
come on the committee report. It will be 
brought to a conclusion right on the floor of 
the Senate, and tne Drainage Commissioners 
and the people of Chicago who are interested 
so deeply in this grand improvement will 
give them the best fight they can possibly 
put up. o 

The arguments adduced by the valley crowd 
are neither new nor novel, It is the same old 
story about the sewage and the volume of 
water, etc. Itis thesong that was sung to 
every Legislature since the Drainage Canal 
was first contemplated. To hear them talk 
one would believe there was to be a great big 
ship canal built from Lockport to Joliet, nav- 
igable for propeliers like the Christopher Co- 
lumbus. Of course,‘all these assertions are 
mere subterfuges. The vailey people know 
as well as anybody else they are not sincere 
in what they say, ‘Their scheme is to beat the 
original bill, and nothing but the most.deter- 
eo vigorous action will_prevent this re- 
sult. Pp 
At the Committee Meeting. 

The meeting of the committee was called 
to order at 3 o'clock with Senator Munroe in 
the chair. Representing the Drainage Board 
there were present President Frank Wen- 
ter Secretary Eckhart, Trustees Kelly and 
Cooley, and John P. Wilson, general coun- 
sel for the board. John Mayo and others, 
rey resenting the valley people, were. also 
present, and besides the members of the 
Drainage “ommittee there was a large num- 
ber of the represenc.atives of Cook County 
of both the Senate and House. 

Secretary Eckhart began the argument bs 
revicowing the questions at issue between 
the board and the valley people and explain- 
ing the objections to tae amendments vf- 
fered by the latter. He said: 


The effect of the amendment that we ask for is 
to enable the neople within the. sanitary district 
for a period o three years to levy an additional 
tax of 1 percent. The increase will be a consid- 
erable burden, but as there is no other remedy we 
are in favor of it for the following reasons: 

The present law was framed by a commission 
which investigated the matter of pure water sup- 
ply and perfect drainage for Chicago: on this com- 
mission were representatives of different locali- 
ties of the valley, as well as of Chicago; the pres- 
ent act Was a compromise measure and it con- 
tained provisions onerous to Chicago, yet they 
were placed there to suit the varied interests of 


the Lilinois Valley; the act embodied all that has 


been demanded by any interest and conceded. 
Phere was nothing left outside of the act in the 
way of promises as to what Should be done. The 
measure was accepted by the people of Chicago, 
a district organized, and now the work is nearly 
half completed. The means provided for obtain- 
ing money for the work fell short, and this amend- 
ment to the law is asked for to make the deficien- 
p: The provisions of the law are a hardship 
to Chicago, but no section of it is asked ta be 
changed that will make the burden lighter. 

fhe valley people have formulated certain de- 
mands in the way of a substitute bill. And they 
now say if you want this enabling act passed we 


can prevent it unless you grant concessions that’ 


— not thought of when the law was passed in 
The first demand of the valley people is a spe- 
clal privilege to Joliet at the rod dl renga Chicago. 
It was contended before a joint committee of the 
House and Senate and at a convention held at 
Ottawa that there was a promise made at the 
time of the passage of the law that the channel 
should be earried from Lockport to the upper basin 
of Joliet so as to be navigable, and that the clause

Not Alone for Chicago. 

While Chicago is greatly benefited by this chan- 
nel the fact that the villages and cities of the Il- 
linois Valley share in this benefit should not be 
lost sight of. Ever since the construction of the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal the Illinois River has 
received the sewage through the canal. The quan- 
tity of sewage from the Chicago River flowing 
into the Illinois and Michigan Canal and thence 
into the Illinois River was increased when a deep 
cut was completed in IS71. It was again in- 
creased in 1880 when the resolution was adopted 
by the Legislature wry Y the Canal Commis- 
sioners to take care of 60,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute and requiring Chicago to pump that 
quantity Into the canal. 

Another complaint against the Board of Trust- 
ees is because the board has thought it expedient 
to erect temporary stationary bridges, to be as 
primitive as possible, with a view of their re- 
Placement so soon as the Federal Government 
shall have improved the Desplaines and Illinois 
Rivers so as to form a continuous waterway 
commencing with the channel. In answer to the 
assertion that this indicates on the part of the 
trustees an indifference to the waterway idea it 
must be said that the trustees are guided solely 
by motives of economy. It will be some years 
before the government can improve these rivers 
so as to make it possible to use the channel! for 
any craft requiring draw-bridges. 

If expensive draw-bridges were constructed 
they would rust out before there was any use for 
them. The fact that the trustees have cut the 
channel deeper and wider than the law requires 
is evidence that they favor a great waterway, 
but are opposed to the expenditure of $2,000,000 
or $3,000,000 at this time for swinging bridges, as 
it may be years before they can be utilized. 

The trustees reluctantly ask for this additional 
increase in the rate of taxation of. 1 per cent for 
three yeara, which will give us about $8,000,000 
more than the present limitation by law permits 
us to raise. This, in our judgment, is sufficient 
to complete the channel. Our friends of the val- 
ley say to us im their substitute bill: ‘‘ You must 
tax yourselves for a period of six years at this 
increased rate, which would net about $16,000,000 
more than our present resources. This additional 
burden the taxpayers of the sanitary district can- 
not stand and it should not be imposed upon them.’’ 

Attorney John P. Wilson followed with a 
clear statement of the grounds on which the 
trustees rested their objections to the sub- 
stitute bill offered by the valley people. 
While comparatively unacquainted with the 
present controversy, not having attended 
the previous meetings, his address showed 
he was well informed of all circumstances 
relating to the drainage act and its provis- 
ions. In concluding his talk Mr. Wilson 
urged that the Legislature add no further 
burdens to the already heavy restrictions 


of the drainage act. 


MANY APPROPRIATION BILLS PASS. 


Senate Agrees to All Except One for the 
Marquette Monument, 
Springfield, I)l., April 11.—Under the 
stimulus of the threatened reading of Sen- 
ator Littler’s voluminous Revenue committee 
bill the Senate transacted a large amount of 
business this mornirig.

Then barely more than the 
enacting clause was read by the Clerk, and 
on Senator Littler’s motion the bill was made 
a especial order for next Wednesday.

COOK TO GO IT ALONE. 


JONES OF GREEN WOULD GIVE IT A 
‘SEPARATE LEGISLATUBE, 


He Introduces a Resolution in the House 
Providing for the Sabmission of a Uon- 
stitutional Amendment at the Next 
General Election Giving Chicago Its 
Own General Assembly=Plan Not in 
Favor with Cook County Members=— 
Awendment Mr. Green Wants Adopted. 


Springfield, Ill., April 11.—Mr. Jones of 
Green today introduced in the House a joint 
resolution for a constitutional amendment 
giving Cook County a separate Legislature. 
From expressions by members from Cook 
County it is evident the proposition does not 
meet with favor among them. The full text 
of the resolution is as follows: 


Whereas, The rapid and unprecedented growth 
of the City of Chicago renders it imperative that 
each succeeding year there should be legislation 
apoaay enacted for the benefit of that great city; 
une 

Whereas, The interests of Chicago are in so 
many instances directly opposed to the interests 
of the remainder of the State, and therefore injus- 
tice must be done to one section in order to benefit 
the other: therefore be it 

Resolved, by the House of Representatives, the 
Senate concurring, That there be submitted to the 
people of the State of I}linois for their ratification 
or rejection at the next general election for mem- 
bers of the next General Assembly the following 
amendment to the Constitution of said State, to 
take the place of Sec. 7, Art. 10, of the Constitu- 
tion of the State of Lilinois: 

The County of Cook shall, on and after the Ist 
day of January, A. D. 1808, be governed by a 
General Assembly of seventeen Senators and fifty- 
one Representatives, to be chosen as follows: 

The territory comprising said county shal be di- 
vided by the next General Assembly of the State 
of Illinois into seventeen Senatorial districts 
composed of contiguous and compact territory and 
as nearly as practicable of an equal number of in- 
habitants; but no district shall contain leas than 
four-fifths of the ratio to be found by dividing the 
population of said county by seventeen, and no 
district shall contain more than one eighth in ex- 
cess of said ratio. 


Provides for Elections. 


At an election to be held in each of said Senator- 
ial districts on the first Tuesday in September, 
1897, one Senator and three Representatives shall 
be chosen; the Senators elected in even-numbered 
districts shall hold their office for four years, the 
Representatives shall hold their office for two 
years, and elections for Senators and Representa- 
tives shall be held every two years. The said elec- 
tion shall be conducted in such manner as is now 
provided by law for the election of members of 
the General Assembly of the State of [linois. 
Said General Asembly shall meet on the second 
‘Tuesday in October, 1897, and shall pass all laws 
necessary for the government of said county. 
Said General Assembly shall be controlled hy 
Secs. 12, 13, 14, 15, 17, 19, 22, 27, 28, 20, 30, 31, 
and 32 of Article 4 of the Constitution of this 
state. 

Said General Assembly shall pass laws neces~- 
sary to the administration of justice in said coun- 
ty, and all the present judicial officers, selected 
under the present Constitution and laws of. the 
State, shall hold their respective offices until the 
expiration of the term for which th have been 
elected. In addition thereto the said neral As- 
sembly shal! provide for a Supreme Cotrt of five 
members, to be elected in such manner as it may 
provide, and whose term of office shall be nine 
years and whose salary shall be fixed by law, to 
which all appeals and writs of error-may be taken 
from the inferior courts of said county. 

Secs. 23, 24, 25, . , and 29 of Art. 6 of the 
Constitution of the State shal! remain in full force 
in said county; provided said General Assembly 
shall pass such laws in regard to the election, pay, 
and compensation of Justices of the Peace as it 
may deem proper. All cases pending in the Su- 
yreme Court of the State of Illinois which have 
een heard in said -Supreme Court upon appeal 
from or writ of error to the Probate, County, Crim- 
inal, Circuit, or Superior Court of said county, or 
the Appellate Court of the First District, shall be 
determined by said Supreme Court, but after the 
first day of February, 1898, no appeal) from or writ 
of error to any of said courts shall be prosecuted 
to the Supreme Court of the State of Illinois. Up- 
on the expiration of the term of the present Justice 
of the Supreme Court for the Seventh District said 
county shall be excluded from said district, and 
the counties remaining in said district, as now pro- 
vided by law, shall constitute the Seventh Dis- 
trice until otherwise provided by law. 


As to Public Institutions. 


The General Assembly hereby created shall pro- 
vide all charitable, penal, and educational insti- 
tutions required by the people of said county an 
provide for such buildings and the care, mainte- 
nance, and cumeer of the inmates thereof as wo 
be required. On the Ist day of February, 1893, all 
the inmates of the charitable and nal irstitu- 
tions of this State belonging to said county shall 
be transferred to the proper officers of said county, 
and thereafter no person shall be received by any 
of the charitable or penal institutions of the State 
of Illinois from said county.

GAMBLING BILLS NEARLY A SCORE. 


On Top of Them Senator Hamer Introduces 
Another One Yesterday.

Today Senator Hamer introduced a bill 
making all gambling, exclusive of poo! sell- 
ing, punishable as a felony.

** No, it does not. 
of gambling a felony. My friend, Senator 


Kingsbury, has a bill making pool selling a 
felony, and I did not want to include his 
measure in mine.’’ 

Nobody seems to know the exact meaning 
of the Hamer bill, but the opinion is freely 
expressed by some that it’s a good thing for 
the men who run the race tracks and oper-~ 
ate foreign books, and would enable them to 
shut up the gambling-houses for all time. 
Under the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the Swigert case pool selling is punishable 
the same as gambling. According to the 
opinion of some well-informed lawyers the 
Hamer bill would by indirection bring pool 
selling within its provisions and a nice ques- 
tion is involved. According to the Swigert 
decision pool selling is gambling, and the 
Hamer biil punishes gambling by imprison- 
ment-in the penitentiary for the first offense. 
The chances are that the pool sellers will 
see the difficulty they are in if the Hamer 
bill gets through, and they will try to kill it. 
The measure would, at first blush, appear to 
make a distinction in favor of pool selling as 
against the man who runs the faro bank or 
poker room, because if the author of the 
measure is well advised in the premises pool 
sellers cannot be reached under it. 

The Legislature today «made an appropria- 
tion of $173,000 for the rebuilding of that por- 
tion of the Anna Asylum for the Insane de- 
stroyed by fire in Janyary.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL AND INCOME TAX, 


Views of B. F. Ayer Touching the Appli- 
cation of the Law. 


General Counsel B. F. Ayer of the Illinois 
Central received :notification Wednesday 
touching the suit of Charlies Alien of Green- 
field, Mass., against the railroad company, to 
restrain it from paying an income tex, He 
said: | | 

I know nothing definite about this particular 
suit. Mr. Allen is doubtless a stockholder, and 
the reasons forthe action are apparent. I will 
say something, however, about the income tax 
law as applied to railroads, and in one instance 
tothe Filinois Central in particular. The Su- 
preme Court has decided that earnings from real 
estate are exempt from the tax. Now the rolling 
stock of a railroad does not earn all its money. 
There is. the right of way, which is 
real estate in the strict meaning of 
the term. From its use _ arises an 
income to the company. It is a question whether 
‘or not it may be legally taxed. ‘hen there is an- 
other question. The Illinois Central railroad 
was incorporated as a State agency. It pays the 
State of lilinois 7 per cent ofits gross earnings. 
It is an agent of the State, and as such is it tax- 
able by the United States Government? “Ifa 
State incorporates a railroad for the imprbve- 
ment of its commerce will the income of such a 
road be taxable by the Government?”’ That ques- 
tion has not yet been answered, but Senator Hill 
took it up in his speech against the income tax, 
and held that railroads so incorporated could 
not be taxed by the government. The whole law 
may yet be wiped out. 


People Seeking Information. 


That many people will get many meanings 
out of the reading of the same sentences is 
forcibly shown by the diverse construction 
put by the affected upon the income tax law. 
Questions upon the interpretation of the law 
were asked by the score, and some of them 
were as puzzling tothe Collectors as to the 
propounders. As aresuit recourse was had 
to headquarters, where it was shown that the 
same general kiud of doubt was.troubling all 
sections of the country. To meet the demand 
for explanations Commissioner Joseph 8S. 
Miller = has issued a pamphlet of instructions 
covering mostof the cases in point. It was 
printed before the Supreme Court’s decision 
declaring rentals from real estate and the in- 
come from municipal and State bonds ex- 
empt from the tax, and whether the answers 
will need revision to any extent will be seen 
when the Collectors are given official notice 
from Washington of the Supreme Court’s 
action. Collector Mize ran through the in- 
structions yesterday and pointed out those 
which touch in the way of answers the ques- 
tions most frequently asked. Mr. Mize said; 

One of tlie answers covers a question about 
taxes as follows: ‘Taxes, although assessed 
and delinquent, cannot be allowed as a deduc- 
tion unless the same are actually —— notwith- 
standing the liability therefor by the person

Alleges Scarcity of Cattle, 


Concerning the inquiry Secretary Morton 
said to a representative of the Associated 
Press: ‘The increase in the price of cattle 
has been quite remarkable and certain fluctu- 
ations seem unaccountable, It would appear 
that the primary cause of the increased price 
is that the suppiy is decreasing while the de- 
mand is constant or increasing. In Texas 
there are not ten cattle today 
dreds a short time ago, And _ the 
four points, so-ealled—Chicago, Kansas City, 
St. Louis, and .Omaha—where cattle are 
slaughtered, are falling off in their supply to 
the market. The reduction last year was 
142,347 head of cattle as compared with the 
year before, The Chicago production fell off 
209,598 head and Omaha 44,711, while 
Kansas City increased 45,501 and St. 
Louis 66,461, making a 0»net reduc. 
tion as stated. This 
ly would bring an increase of 
price to the consumer. Then, too, corn-fed 
cattle are preferred and our supply of corn 
fell off enormously last year. This ‘in part 
explains the falling off in production of high- 
grade cattle. And it isa marked feature of 
the American consumer that he wants the 
very best grade of cattle and the choicest 
parts, sirloins or porterhouses, rather than the 
more nutritive round or neck,”’ 

Mr. Morton’s inquiry as to the influences 
of the alleged trust are in part directed by 
current statements as to the influence which 
the ‘* Big Four” have in depressing the price 
of live cattle. His attention has recently 
been called to a statement that when a con- 
signment of cattle was offered in Kansas City 
three and a half cents was offered; that 
when the same consignment was taken 
to St. three cents was of. 

and that then in Chicago 
2% cents was offered, It was that 
these fluctuations were due to ,the ability of 
the Big Four to repress prices. Mr.» Morton 
says that while this explanation seems reason- 
able on its face he does not consider it ‘suf- 
ficient. Hesays thatif there was a demand 
for the live cattle the price would go up re- 
gardiess of the combine. His inquiry, he 
added, is designed to bring out just what in- 
fluence the *‘ Big Four’’ have on prices, 

Mr. Morton believes the inquiry will be of 
much importance in bringing out the causes 
for the increase in price of one of the most 
essential articles of food, an2 that it will be 
of special value to the farmer at the present 
time.

Seen from the dock or the bridge the old man has the appearance of being absorbed in his 
mission. When he hear; a tug whistle or a boat he pulis to one side, and in passing the other 
craft he scarcely notices it. Sometimes when the sky is unclouded and the surface of the 
lake is smooth and his boat is out by the red lighthouse on the north pier the old man pulls 
up ~y oars and, resting his chin on his open hand, he sits and looks as if he were waiting for 
a sail. 

One of the dock-wallopers near the Wells street bridge says he has watched the old man 
for several seasons, and this same walloper professes to have the old man’s history. .

A few years ago these two old people had left to their care a grandchild, who grew to 
age of 5. The old man used to take her in his. boat for a row, and the child became fam 
with some of the big buildings along the river which threw their shadows over the stagnant 
stream. One day the child clambered into the boat alone, pulled out from the moorings, 
drifted until she fell asleep. The boat was capsized and the child was lost.

Some of 
the strongest men connected with the organ- 
ization are opposed to the Hinrichsen scheme, 
and it is believed if they take their coats off 
they can prevent ex-Mayor Hopkins and the 
others who have gone off on the silver craze 
froin setting up the delegation.

HOT SENTIMENT FOR FREE SILVER. 


Warner Miller Finds the West in Favor of 
the White Metal. 

New York, April 11.—[{Special.]—Ex-Sena- 
tor Warner Miller, who today returned from 
his trip to Chicago, says: 

“The West has many free silver advo- 
cates. The prairies seem to be on fire with 
hot sentiment in favor of free coinage. It 
is not a sporadic furor in favor of the white 
metal, but I believe it permeates many of 
the Western States. I think all the free 
Silver advocates will be found in the Demo- 
cratic party. They have already practic- 
ally captured that party, and in 1896 when 
the Democrats meet to nominate a candi- 
date it will simply be a convention of free 
silver men. There will be no necessity there- 
fore for a third party. I believe that Presi- 
dent Cleveland in 1896 instead of voting for 
the Democratic party will vote unhesitat- 
ingly for the Republican party. He is not 
a free silver advocate, and if he should vote 
for the Democrats he would be voting 
against his present prinéipiles.’’

TO INVESTIGATE MILWAUKEE FIREMEN 


Business-Men Ask Mayor Koch to Take Such 
Action. 
Milwaukee, Wis., April 11.—[{Special.]—The 


‘Fire Department of this city is to be inves- 


tigated by the Police and Fire Commission- 
ers to determine if possible what is the 
cause of the heavy losses by fire in this city 
and where the blame lies. Such is the re- 
sult of one of the most protracted and ear- 
nest meetings of business-men which has 
ever been held in this city. The meeting 
was that of the Board of Directors of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, but besides these there were present a 
number of prominent business-men not 
identified with the association, Mayor John 
Cc. Koch, G. M. Fisher, Mr. Blackwilder of 
Chicago, representing Commission No. 3, 
and L. A. Wheeler, Ben Weil, and C. A. 


Hibbard, representing the local Board ofa« 


Underwriters. 

The insurance men were asked to state 
their grievances. Mr Fisher said the de- 
partment was well equipped, but somehow 
the losses in this city were heavy. He and 
other insurance men claimed that in some 
small fires the fire loss was small and the 
water loss was out of pzoportion with it. 
Finally a resolution asking for the investi- 
gation of the police and fire departments 
was offered, but the police part was stricken 
out and the following was passed: 

“Resolved, That the Board of Directors 
of the Merchants’-and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, after hearing the statements made 
by the Board of Underwriters and various 
merchants, feel it their duty to and do here- 
by request the Mayor of the city to order an 
investigation of the Fire Department of the 
City of Milwaukee to determine as to its 
efficiency.”’ 7 

Mayor Koch said as soon as the resolution 
was presented to him he would act in ac- 
cordance with it. Chief Foley will have 
nothing to say in regard to the investigation, 
but says he is ready to meet any charges. 


ELEVATOR MEN MAY HAVE TO TESTIFY... 


Steps to Be Taken by the Commission to 
Produce the Result. 

The Railroad and Warehouse Commission 
closed its hearing late yesterday afternoon 
and took under advisement all the elevator 
cases, except those of the Armour elevators, 
the Chicago Terminal Elevator company, 
and A. C. Davis & Co. These were contin- 
ued, and the commission will apply to the 
Circuit Court for authority:to’ require the 
witnesses subpoenaed to testify. The cases 
taken under advisement will be decided as 
quickly as possible. Chairman Cantrell 
expressed himself as opposed to that pro- 
posed change in the law to require supervis- 
ing inpsectors in the public elevators, for the 
reason that it would be an increased cost to 
the State and tend to take the responsibility 
off the hands of the elevators. It was also 
intimated the elevator people had not helped 
their case by refusing to testify.

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OUT OF HIS FAT JOB. 


“ JAOK-OF-ALL-TRADES” BROWN’S 
OONTRAOT IS ABROGATED. 


Sample of the Monumental Gall of the 
Hopkins Administration Found by 
Commissioner of Public Works Kent=— 
Brown to Receive $208 a Month for 
Looking Out for the City’s interest in 
Ptacing Machinery~Mayor’s Action on 
Bocd'e Ordinance Matters Is Approved. 

Commissioner of Public Works Kent 
found a contract in the vault of his depart- 
ment yesterday that might be preserved as 
illustrative of the monstrous gall of the last 
administration and ‘‘Jack of All Trades ”’ 
Brown, who of lato has been devoting part of 
his time to superintending the construction 
of the ** Mayflower.”” a steam iaunchd al- 
leged to be for the use of the city officials. 
The contract bas a long preamble setting 
forth that the city had purchased a lot 
of Holly pumps, boilers, etc, to 
be located at various stations, 
and then entered intoDlan agreement 
with Brown to the effect that the latter was 
to get $208 a month for twenty-four months 
for superintending the placing of the boilers 
and setting up the pumps. The alleged: serv- 
ice Brown is to render is to protect the city’s 
interests and see that the work is done right. 
When the Mayor heard about the contract he 
ordered Brown’s name 8stricken from the pay- 
roll, and sent the *‘ handy man’’ this commu- 
nication: 

You are hereby notified that an alleged agree- 
ment made on March 23, 1893, between the City 
of Chicago and yourseif, whereby you were des- 
ignated and employed to inspect certain work of 
the Holly Manufacturing company, is hereby re- 
voked and canceled and will notin any manner 
be recognized by the city. Anything done by you 
under said agreement will be at your own cost 
and charges and no payment will be made on ac- 
count thereof by the City of Chicago. 

The communication received the attest of 
the City Clerk; and was at once forwarded to 
Mr. Brown. Mayor Swift refuses to recog- 
nize the contract as a legal contract, and ac- 
cordingly deemed the action taken necessary. 

There is no te'ling when Brown will get the 
letter. He is just now supposed to be down 
in Lockport, N. Y., where. the Holly works 
are located, presumably on city business, 
Chief Engineer Artingstail is unable to ad- 
vance any good and sufficient reason for his 
presence at Lockport, but when Brown 
bobs up he _ probably will say what 
‘* Rear Admiral’’ O’Brien said about the 
‘* Mayflower,” that “it “was nécessary.”’ 
If the inside of this matter were known it 
probably would show that Brown went to 
Lockport to get the boilers and machinery 
for the *‘ Mayflower.”’ It is said it was the in- 
tention of the ‘*‘ Rear Admiurai’”’ that city con- 
tractors should equip the craft as a mark of 
yo ep for tavors extended. 

Brien called on Commissioger Kent yes- 
terday to make an explanation as tothe rea- 
son why the ‘*Mayflower’’ had been built. 
He admitted that no appropristion had been 
made, but said the city had lumber handy 
and. the launch was needed to pull 
scows down to South Chicago. He in- 
sisted that no attempt had been made to keep 
the construction of the craft a secret, but 
could not satisfactorily explain why Chief 
Engineer Artingstall did not know about it; 
Brown was the man immediately in charge of 
the construction. His contract with the city 
is dated April 1. He is also on the pay-roll 
as Superintendent of Repairs at a salary of 
$208 a month. Commissioner Kent had his 
name stricken off. 

It is probable some action will be taken in 
reference to the contract let to the Holly 
company a couple of weeks before 
the last administration retired. The con- 
tract calls for a lot of pumps 
and boilers, and amounts to $225,000. The 
Finance committee had a lot of bids before it 
and refused to let the contracts, because the 
city did not have the money. An order was 
rushed through the Council authorizing the 
Mayor and Commissioner tolet the contract. 
It is understood it was let the night the order 
went through. 

The pay rolls of the Public Works Depart- 
ment show some peculiaPities. The first two 
weeks of last month ending March 15 the 
pay roll of the department was $35,935. 
The two weeks ending March 31 the pay roll 
was $58,166, an increase of $22.230. Com- 
missioner Kent said he had not decided what 
would be dune with the half-constructed. 
steam yacht. 


HEARTY APPROVAL FOR THE MAYOR. | 


His Prompt Action in the Cosmopolitan 
and Ogden Ordinances Liked. 

Mayor Swift’s prompt action in having the 
permits of the Ogden Gas company and the 
Cosmopolitan Electric company revoked, as 
told in Tue Tripune yesterday, did not result 
in bringing from under cover the alleged 
backers of the fatherless pair of ordinances 
under which the companies are working. 

The pronounced stand taken by the Mayor 
was universally approved yesterday. The 
public seemed to like the ‘‘ no-uncertain-ring”’ 
with which the new administration starts out 
to cripple boodle methods that have prevailed 
in the Council. 

Neither the Mayor nor Commissioner of 
Public Works had much to say yesterday, and 
it is quite apparent the policy of ‘‘actions 
speak louder than words” isto be pursued. 
The Commissioner drafted a communication 
to the two companies whose permits have 
been revoked and sent it to Corporation 
Counsel Palmer fo put in legal form.

cerned, . 

To Be Watched Closely. 


Commissioner Kent will keep a close eye 
on the movements of the Ogden Gas people, 
and if any contractor commences to tear up 
the streets the police will interfere at once. 
It is the. purpose of the administration to 
prevent if possible the execution of the 
grants accorded these companies by the Coun- 
cil as there is every reason to believe the 
ordinances were corruptly passed, and it can- 
not be successfully contended they were not 
irregularly passed. Itis the tirm belief of 
that the Ogden Gas company, which is 
making so much fuss about its prepurations 
to commence work, has not let a contract and 
has not leased a site. Itiseven maintained 
that the franchise is for sale. The argument 
is advanced in this connection that there is no 
probability that capital will bein a rush to 
gobble upa franchise when there is a ques- 
tion as to its validity, and the regularity of its 
passage through the Council is questioned.

He said his company did not carea straw for 
the action. but he was curious to know why it 
was the repealing ordinance could be passed 
the same night it was introduced when the 
point was raised as to the validity of tho 
Ogden Gas ordinance because it was passed 
the same night it was introduced.

The prosecution 
asked for the adjournment. Capt. Thomas 
Porter of the United States Secret Service 
and Postal Inspector Siuart of Chicago are 
here working in the case. Several packages 
of spurious stamps were found today in the 
company’s office. 

Washington, D. C., April 11.—Officials at 
the Postoftice Department do not think it will 
be necessary to call in the new two-cent 
stamps asa result of the recent counterfeit. 
ing. One of the best safeguards against 
counterfeiting hitherto has been the inability 
of the people engaged in the work to get rid 
of their product. As soon as postage stamps 
ar@offered for sale in large quantities people 
are apt to become suspicious, and a report is 
prow ptly made to the nearest inspector. This 
was the case at Chicago. There has been a 
cvonference at the department within the last 
few days with a view to inducing cgéperation 
of postage stamp collectors throughout the 
United States. Those who favored this course 
declared the government could not fail to be 
the gainer by such action, for it would 
constitute a cordon of detectives all around 
the country. Hitherto the departinent has 
aiscouraged philately as much as possibie, 
but the developments of the last few day? 
have induced a change of base, Now the 
Postoftice Department is only too anxious to 
secure the codperation of coliectors in Terret- 
ing out spurious stamps. A digposition is 
manifested, however, to belittle the idea that 
an extensive circulation of counterfeit stamps 
has been accomplished by the Canadian 
forgers.: The officials say it would be impos- 
sible to float any large quantity of spurious 
star ps. 

It 18 believed, however, the Hamilton, Ont., 
scheme is part of one of the greatest enter- 
prises of its kind that has been unearthed of 
late years. The officials of the Treasury Se- 
cret Service who are on the scene will work 
on the case until they have discovered, if pos- 
sible, where the work of counterfeiting is car- 
ried on and have the principals in the plot 
apprehended.

For advertising for sale counterfeit stamps 
and for uttering counterfeit stamps. . Detec- 
tives will endeavor to have her identified. It 
is believed Mrs. Mack is an assumed name 
and that she comes from Chicago, and not 
from New York.

After the publication of 
the story Mrs. Mack was careful not to com- 
municate voth him. Descriptions of Morri- 
son have te:n sent all over the States and 
Canada. It has been learned that the com- 
pany had a branch under a different name at 
London, Ont. 


BANDIT PEKRY,IS STILL AT LARGE, 


Two ‘of His Companions Are Well Known 
to the Police. 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., April 11.—Five in- 
mates of the State Asylum for Insane Crim- 
inals at Matteawan, including Oliver Cur- 
tiss Perry, the Syracuse train robber, made 
their escape from the institution last night 
and are still at large. Those who made the 
attempt with Perry are Patrick Maguire, 
Mich@el O’ Donnell, and Frank Davis of New 
York’City and John Quigley of Astoria. A 
large force of guards was sent to scour the 
country for the escaped convicts, and word 
was sent to all points where it was thought 
they might appear. How the men got oilt 
of their cells is a mystery. Keeper Carmo- 
dy says he entered the isolation ward at 11 
o'clock. Perry called to him to get him a 
glass of water. Carmody had gone but a 
few steps when he was seized by the throat 
by Perry, Quigley, and Maguire.» He strug- 
glied and cried out, but the men stuffed a 
cloth in his mouth and choked him. Then 
they tied him to Perry’s bed. The five men 
climbed out upon the roof and crept along 
the gutter to the front of the building, 
where they slid down the water spout to the 
ground. 

New York, April 11.—[Special.]—Two of 
Perry’s companions are well known to the 
police here, and they are even more anxious 
to capture them than they are Perry. These 
two men are Frank Davis and Patrick Ma- 
guire. Davis is classed in the front rank of 
the expert burglars of the country. Frank 
Davis, alias Sinctate, alias St. Clair, is 40 
years old. His picture in the rogues’ gal- 
lery is numbered 2,023. He came from Chi- 
cago, where he was a shoemaker. During 
the early part of 1892 reports came to police 
headquarters from every section of the city 
of robberies, particular attention being paid 
to aristocratic residences. Finally the bur- 
glar was caught and identified as Frank 
Davis. He had in his pocket a watch be- 
longing to Banker Charles Lanier, which had 
been stolen a few nights before. He tried 
to commit suicide ima cell at police head- 
quarters by swallowing suspender buckles, 
and in the Tombs he swallowed the sulphur 
from matches and nearly died. It is said 
Davis was educated in Ireland for the min- 
istry. ‘

PENNSYLVANIA CRUDE OIL UP TO $1.80. 


That Is the High Figure on the Exchange 
in Pittsbarg. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 11.—[Special.]— 
Pennsylvania crude oil today bounded up to 
$1.80 on the exchange, and the Standard put 
up the price of credit balances to $1.50, the 
exchange quotations today. The course of 
the market today caused more excitement 
than at any time since the great risd 
began, because there were indications the 
Standard had lost control. On the other hand 
it is asserted the Standard is playing a deep 
laid game and can knock the bottom out of 
the market at will, The speculative fever 
has seized hold of hundreds of men as 
indicated by the crowds at the exchange, but 
the great bounds of the market seem to have 
cast fear among the people, and transactions 
consequently are not as large as the course of 
the market seems to imply. Sales on 6 
Pittsburg Exchange today were 60,000 bat- 
rels. The market opened at $1.50, at which 
figure 10,000 barrels changed hands. Slowly 
the quotations crept to $1.60, when offerings 
at Oil City, presumably by the Standard, 
caused a reaction to $1.58. But the 
price boomed again on  ~bids and 
$1.80 was reached. Certificates were. 
sold here at $1.79. From $1.80 
the price sagged to $1.69, the closing bid, 
The price of refined was advanced to eight 
cents a gallon. .The Standard’s purchase of 
wells and leases is believed to be for the pur- 
pose of forcing the independent pipe lines to 
sell out, it being possible to absorb them 
since the recent repeal of the law prohibiting 
the consolidation of competing lines. The 
search for new pools has not been rewarded 
by any good finds.

COLORADO BANDITS MAKE A BIG HAUL, 


Stop the Cripple Creek Stage and Secure 
Over $16,000. 

Cripple Creek, Colo., April 11.—The mail 
and express wagon which connects with the 
Midland Terminal railroad at Grassy was 
boarded today about two miles from this 
city by two men, who overpowered the 
driver, Robert Smith, secured express pack- 
ages containing $16,850, and escaped on 
horseback. Two men sitting beside the road 
accosted Smith, asking for a ride. He drew 
up his team and one of the men climbed up 
to the seat beside him, while the other 
mounted the baggage behind. As soon as 
Smith started to drive on the man behind 
struck him on the head several times witha 
revolver. The man on the seat with him also 
drew a revolver and commanded him to hold 
the horses. While he was covered by their 
guns they ripped open and rified the mail 
and express pouches. They then unhitched 
the two leading horses and rode off into the 
mountains. When Smith drew up in front 
of the Fargo Express office he fainted and 


‘fell from the seat. 


The men have been traced to the divide 
road north of town, near Rhyolite Mount- 
ain. As soon as their course was deter- 
mined a posse of fifty heavily armed mien 
cut across the country on horseback toward 
High Park, where they hope to intercept the 
robbers.

SPRECKELS TELLS OF MONEY DISBURSED. 


Accounts for the Money Handled in the 
Philadelphia Deal, 4 

San Francisco, Cal., April 11.—In the slan- 
der case of C. A. Spreckels against his fa- 
ther,Claus Spreckels,depositions were taken 
and an effort made to show the plaintiff had 
endeavored to blackmail E. J. Searles of the 
sugar trust by threats to start an opposition 
refinery in Philadelphia if his father sold 
out to the trust, but the plaintiff denied he 
had ever made any such attempt and de- 
tailed a conversation with Searles in refer- 


ence to a proposition made by a Philadel- | 


phian for the establishment of an opposition 
refinery. As to the insinuation that the wit- 
ness had not accounted for the $2,250,000 re- 
ceived for a sugar trust deal, there was of- 
fered a copy of a letter sent by J. Clem 
Uhler to Claus Spreckels, as manager of the 
Philadelphia’ refinery, disproving this. One 
item of the account presented by C. A. 
Spreckeis was for $75,000, the commission 
on $1,000,000 borrowed by him from the Sel- 
igmans when the Philadelphian needed 
money. 

Young Spreckels declared $906,706 had 
been paid into the corporation to bring the 
capital of the concern up to $5,000,000. He 
had paid $570,000 to the United States Trust 
company of New York to redeem collateral 
for the elder Spreckels. He had sent $40v,- 
617 to California; $75,000 had been paid as a 
commission to the person who had obtained 
the loan of $1,000,000; $2,500 had been paid 
to the United States Trust company to act 
as trustee; $150,000 appearing in the recora 
had never deen received, but had been cred- 
itcd to the account of Claus Spreckels and 
charged to Havemeyer and Searles. This 
made a total of $2,164,000, leaving still $86,- 
000. This was covered by $74,892 for interest 
and $3,000 for sundry small items.

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REPEAL OF THE BOODLE ORDINANCES. 

The Council has passed ordinances repeal- 
ing those giving franchises to the Ogden, Cos- 
mopolitan, and Consumers companies, and 
immediately thereafter the first two of these 
concerns were notified that the permits given 
thern to commence tearing up the streets had 
been revoked. If the Consumers concern asks 
for a permit it will be refused. 

The action of the Council is gratifying for 
two reasons. In the first place it puts a ma 
jority of the members of that body on record 
as against boodle ordinances even though 
** cheap gas”’ is the pretext for passing them. 
Two of the repealing ordinances received 45 
votes and one«40. The highest vote cast 
against any one of them was 21. This isa 
blessed change from a few weeks ago, when 
over 40 votes were cast for the ordinances 
the Council now repudiates. The people will 
be satisfied with the new Council if, during 
the rest of the year, it will behave as well as it 
did Monday night. 

In the next place, the Mayor having revoked 
the permits given the Ogden and the Cosmo- 
politan, they will be forced to take the offen- 
sive. They will have to go into court to sue 
for what they will call their rights, The city 
and not the corporation will profit by the 
dilatory tactics of the lawyers. 

It cannot be said that the repealing ordi- 
pances have any other merits than these. It 
is not likely that when these cases come into 
court the city will take the ground that they 
have any legal value. If, as Judge Payne in- 
timated, the Ogden and Cosmopolitan ordi- 
nances can be deciared null and void because 
not passed in accordance with a provision 
of the old charter, which he beid was still in 
force, then the repealing ordinances are in 
the same plight, for they were passed in vio- 
lation of that provision. The city lawyers 
cannot well be on both sides of the fence at 
the same time. 

The boodie ordinances can be fought best 
on the grounds pointed out by Judge Payne, 
and if the Attorney-General is willing to as- 
sist his aid should not be rejected. It has 
been stated that the Civic Federation has with- 
drawn its application to him. That does not 
seem wise. It is better to have two strings to 
a bow even though one of them bea weak 
one. 
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ADMIRAL O’BRIEN’S SURPRISE. 

One of the first moves of the new adminis- 
tration is in the nature of adamper upon John 
O’Brien, Hopkins’ Superintendent of Bridges, 
and Jack Brown, Hopkins’ Master of Machin- 
ery, who had intended tospringa surprise upon 
the City of Chicago. As the new Mayor does 
not like any surprises coming to him as be- 
quests. from his predecessor, the city having 
been surprised sufficiently while the latter 
was in office, he has sat doWn hard upon 
O’Brien and Brown’s little surprise party and 
it will not come off as p'anned. Mr. Swift 
intends to doall the surprisingehimself. 

Messrs. O’Btien and Brown conceived the 
idea of laying the foundation of a navy for 
Chicago. The city has two or three fire 
boats, but their use is not so much with refer- 
ence to naval entertainment as to the reduc- 
tion of fire losses. It also has a littie steam 
launch, named John P. Hopkins, running be- 
tween bridges. O’Brien and Brown were not 
satisfied with the latter. It was not big 
enough to be considered as. part of a navy, so 
they set to work upon a steam yacht, 60 feet 
loug and 12 feet beam, on the little Calumet 
River, down among the rushes, O, where no 
one could see it, intending when it was 
finishéd proudly to steam down the lake and 
into the Chicago River and surprise every- 
body with the new yacht Mayflower. Con- 
tracts have been let for the engiges, the boil- 
ers, and the woodwork. Itis not certain that 


pictures, and pianos, that a crew has been en- 
gaged with nobby uniforms, or thatany of 
the luxuries usually found on a yacht/have 
been secured. The surprise has not / pro- 
gressed that far. It will get no farther; how- 
ever. The new administration has found it 
and squelched it and it will go to join the 
other worthiess assets of the costly Hopkins 
administration. Who will pay for the yacht 
remains to be seen, Under the rules of strict 
justice Messrs. O’Brien ard Brown should be 
made to pay for it, as they were not author- 
ized to build it. The City Engineer himself 
says he never heard of it until Wednesday 
and that it is not needed at all, as it is cheaper 
to rent a tug for city work on the water. 
Contemporary with the suppression of the 
yacht came the suppression of Admiral 
O’Brien and Commodore Brown. They never 
will skim the waters of Lake Mich‘gan in the 
Mayflower. The Mayflower itself will never 
skim as a municipal craft. Innumerable 
junkets have been nipped in the bud, The 
Mayor says he shall probe the matter, That's 
right. But as a purely precautionary meas- 
ure would it not be well for him to have the 
Calumet River and its tributaries carefully 
examined? Who knows but that the two 
nautical gentlemen who were concocting this 
surprise for the city may have been building 
still more of these expensive luxuries during 
the last fifteen months? Who knows but that 
a small navy may lie coneealed in the tall 
rushes of the Calumet, waiting upon the com- 
pletion of the Mayflower, which launched, 
Admiral O'Brien and Commodore Brown 
making it their flagship, intended to come 
sailing down to the government pier leading 
a stately flotilla of yachts asa manifold sur- 
prise to the city? The people of Chicago will 
feel relieved now that the Mayor proposes to 
probe into the assets of the Hopkins adminis-

ANOTHER INCOME TAX SUIT. 

For the purpose of relieving the railroads 
of the country from the necessity of paying 
an income tax. suit has been begun against 
the Illinois Central in the United States 
Circuit Court at New York. 

The complainant alleges that it is the in- 
tention of the road to pay a tax of 2 per cent 
on its income for las} year. It is claimed 
that the road should be enjoined from doing 
this on the ground that the tax is unconstitu- 
tional, because so far as it would be collected 
from the income derived from that portion of 
the property of the road which is real estate 
the tax would be a direct one according to tne 
récent decision of the Supreme Court. It is 
ciaimed also that the tax is a direct one in re- 
spect of the income from its personal prop- 
erty. If the tax is held not to be a direct one, 
then it is alleged that it is void for lack of 
uniformity. 

The sting of this lies in the first contention 
—that the profits of the road are derived 
mainly from real estate. Widely prevailing 
dezisions of the courts have firmly fixed the 
character of the railroads as real estate, It 
has been held that the chief part of them is 
their roadbeds, About nine-tenths of a rail- 
road is real estate and the remaining tenth, 
consisting of rolling stock, etc., is personalty. 
A majority of the Supreme Court has decided 
that— 

Taxes on real estate belong to the class of di- 
rect taxes and the taxes on the rent or income of 
real estate, which is the incident of its ownership, 
belong to the same class. 

So much of the act of Aug. 15, 1894, as at- 
tempts to impose a tax upon the rent or income 
of real estate without apportionment is invalid. 


There seems to be no question that this ex- 
empts from taxation the sums reveived by the 
shareholders of leased roads.. The New York 
Central, the Pennsylvania, the Southern Pa- 
cific, and other trunk lines have each leased 
large numbers of railways, which are mainly 
** real estate,’ and pay annual rentals there- 
for which are the rents of real estate. And 
while the income of a railroad like the Iili- 
nois Central is not derived from its real es- 
tate in exactly the same manner as that of a 
landlord is from the real estate he rents, yet 
that is simply because the railroad used its 
real astate itself while the owner of a leased 
farm or building lets some one else have the 
use of it for a stipulated sum. 

It is possible that the Judge before whom 
this last suit is brought will decide in favor of 
the complainant. Seeing how divided the 
Supreme Court ishe may have leas hesita- 
tion-about ruling against the law. Should he 
do so his decision will be sustained by a ma- 
jority of the court or by a divided court. In 
that-event the railroad shareholders will be 
exempt from taxation and the Populists will 
give another howi when they see the Vander- 
bilts and the Goulds escaping taxation. 

The shortest, and, indeed, the only way out 
of the muddle is to repeal the law, which, if 
the warfare on itis to-be kept up, will apply 
only to those who are tvo poor to hire first- 
class lawyers to look after their interests. It 
should be repealed also out of pity for the 
Supreme Court, which will find itself ‘in 
wandering mazeslost’’ if it has to pass on 
many new suita and to give opinions concern- 
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ing them which will rot conflict with the one 
already given. 
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SWING BRIDGES, 

The substitute bill prepared by the valley 
people directs the drainage trustees to spend 
between two and three million dollars in the 
erection of swing bridges ovér the channel 
they are constructing. If the taxpapers of 
Joliet, Ottawa, Peoria, etc., will furnish the 
money the trustees will do it willingly. Such 
is not the intention of the friends of the sub- 
stitute. They intend to force Chicago tax- 
payers to contribute the money. 

The drainage trustees have made arrange- 
ments for the construction of temporary fixed 
bridges over the channel, with the intention 
of replacing them with swing bridges as soon 
as the National Government has so improved 
the Desplaines and the Illinois as to form a 
continuous waterway from Chicago to the 
Mississippi.. Thisis all the law requires of 
them. 

These bridges are to be at least twenty-two 
feet above the water. Such bridges will not 
interfere with the tugs, barges, and largest 
stone boats which may use the channel be- 
tween Chicago and Lemont or Lockport. It 
is not the wish of Chicagoans to sail any 
masted vessels up and down the channel, Is 
it the desire of the valley people to do so? 
Where is their fleet? And what freight would 
they carry if there were no fixed bridges in 
the way. 

Judging from present appearances it will 
be a good many years before tne General 
Government can be induced to undertake 
that kind of an improvement of the Des. 
plaines and Illinois the valley people say they 
want. It will take a great many years to 
complete it after it is begun. And why should 
there be swing bridges in the meantime? 
Merely to gratify a whim of sume people who 
will not have ‘to pay for them and who will 
not be benefited by them. Such a proposi- 
tion as thjs is impudent trifling with the time 
of the General Assembly. No attention should 
be paid to this demand, or to other demands 
made by people who instead of minding their 
own business are trying to reculate that of 
others. 


A bill now perding in the House contains a 

provision designed to deprive a large dis- 
‘honest class of the community of tie protec- 
tion which the law has given them hitherto, 
If a tenant is behindhand with his rent and the 
owner of the premises begins suit to put him 
out, the latter utilizes the means of delay the 
law gives him and if he chooses can’ keep]the 
owner out of his property for a year or more 
and have the use of it himself rent free. 

If A owes B money which he refuses to pay 
and B begins suit, although the debtor may 
have absolutely no defense, he makes a gen- 
eral answer to the effect that he owes nothing, 
without pretending tostate why he owes noth- 
ing. Then the case goes upon the calendar, 
where it remains for one or two years. The 


defendant does all he can to put off a hear- 
ing. When the case is finally set for trial and 


cun be delayed no longer he throws up the 
sponge often and lets the plaintiff have a 
judgment he should have had years before. 

This bill applies to suits to recovera debt 
arising upon a contract, bond, etc,, or in an ac- 
tion of forcible entry and detainer, with or 
without claim for rent. It is provided that 
where the plaintiff will make affidavit that he 
believes there is no defense to the action, he 
may apply to a Judge to have final judgment 
entered for the money or the premises. If tne 
defendant fails to appear, the Judge may en- 
ter judgment. Or the Judge can do so if the 
defendant appears, unless the latter can 
satisfy the Judge by his own affiday't or ..at 
of some person who can swear positively to 
the facts, that he has a good defense to the 
action on the merits, or disclose such facts as 
may be deemed sufficient to entitie him to 
defend.

ought to pay, and which most of them would 
have paid long ago were it not for the fact 
that grossly defective laws enable them to 
stave off the day of payment. The passage 
of this bill would put an end to dishonest 
practices which the law countenances. It 
would lessen the amount of litigation, for 
when debtors saw they could gain nothing by 
forcing a treditor to begin suit, they would 
be more likely to pay promptly. And the 
dockets being relieved of a considerabie num- 
ber of these suits there would be more time 
for the Judges to attend to other causes.

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TIRED OF THEIR FAD. 

The woman suffrage experiment in Colorado 
seems to be largely in the nature of a fad, 
and the first to begin to get tired of the fad 
are the women themeelves. Apparently they 
have extracted all the amusement there is out 
of the fad, and now, with the proverbial fickle- 
ness of the sex, they are hunting for somc new 
It will be sad news for the 
leaders of the suffrage movement, the indiffer- 
ence and languid zeal displayed by the fair 
members of the rank and file, At the recent 
municipal election in Denver very few women 
had interest enough to turn out and vote. The 
ballot had lost its charm. There, was no ex- 
citing or emotional issue that appealed to 
them. The attraction at the polls was as 
nothing compared with that of a window filled 
with Easter bonnets or a lecture on how to 
beautify the complexion. It evidently needs 
something chic, emotional, or picturesque to 
keep up the female interest, and there is noth- 
ing either chic or picturesque in an Australian 
ballot or a stuffy little booth. 

There is also widespread complaint about 
the three women who were me:nbers of the 
House which recently dissolved by limitation. 
If the stories of tne horrid men are to be be- 
lieved they knew very little about the meas- 
ures that were introduced and the men tired 
themselves out trying to make them under- 
standthem. The only bills for which they 
had any sympathy apparently were those 
which pertained to their ownsex. As to com- 
mittee work they plainly wouldn't do it, and 
even when a debate was on they maintained 
a stubborn silence. The only occasions when 
they asserted themselves were when there was 
an opportunity to protest, and as all their 
protests were aimed at venerable and accepted 
masculine privileges they made themseives 
disliked. For instance, they protestea against 
smoking and yet every one of the three 
women was aninveterate gim chewer, whose 
facial contortions were just as offensive to the 
men as the smoke with which the latter filled 
the hall wasto the womén. They also pro- 
tested against long debates and tried to cut 
off the right to free and unlimited fluency of 
specch which is so dear to the average legisla- 
tor. Worse than this, they had the audacity to 
make their protest against displays of temper 
—the most precious prerogative of man in 
any kind of a deliberative assembly, and not 
unknown in many large gatherings of the 
gentler sex on more than one momentous oc- 
casion. . 

The three female legislators of Colorado 
evidently were not the three graces in the 
opinion of the male legislators, and the ex- 
periment of sending them there was not a 
success. The men are so exasperated that 
they declare if they are forgiven this 
time they will never do so again, and now 
that the women have so tired of th@ election 
fad that they do not care to vote to any con- 
siderable extent it will not be a difficult mat- 
ter to keep lovely woman out of the legis- 
lative halls and leave the men free to smoke 
and talk and jaw each other to their hearts’ 
content without danger that one of the dear 
creatures will rise in her place and scold them 
for it.

Tue Secretary of the Inter-State Deep 
Harbor commitiee, which some years ago 
took hold of the project to secure a deep 
water harbor at Gaiveston, reports that the 
work is nearing completion. Two jetties are 
built having lengths of six and one-eighth 
and four and one-quarter miles. They now 
are over the crest of the bar and are being 
extended simultaneously, with an excellent 
prospect that the scouring by ocean water 
will keep the channel open after it has been 
formed. The work will also result in free 
docks and free railroad facilities at a point 
on the main land known as Texas City, which 
s being buiit on high land across the bay 
northwest from Galveston. The contract has 
been let to a Chicago contractor to construct 
for $260.000 a sixteen-foot channel from the 
Texas City docks to deep water. Another 
contract is let for dredging the harbor area 
in front of the Texas City docks, which are 
to be improved 500 feet into the bey and 
2.500 feet along the shore. The total water 
front is six miles. Tho wharf improvements 
at Galveston and the termina! faciNties now 
extant have cost upwards of ten million dol- 
lars and other contemplated improvements 
will cost several millions more. A bridge 
company has been organjged to build a bridge 
across the bay to accommodate new roads 
desiring to enter Galveston, this to costa 
million dollars, and itis proposed to charge 
$1.50 per car for all traffic passing over it.

BUT THE WOMEN OF VEWIOE HAVE 
MANY OAPTIVATING WAYS. 


The Type Varies in Every Quarter — They 
Walk Splendidly, with a Movement of 
the Whole Bick and Shoulders= Like 
Spanish Women in Their Way of Doing 
the Hair ani We ring the Mantilla= 
They Are Singularly Charming, These 
Small, Dark, Catlike Creatures, 

Venetian women are rarely pretty, often 
charming, generally handsome. And all of 
them, without .exception, walk splendidly, 
not taking little mincing feminine steps, but 
with a fine grave stride, due partly to the 
fact that they are accustomed to wear heel- 
less slippers, which oblige them to plant the 
feet firmly, and the whole foot at once, with- 
out a chance of tripping on toes or pounding 
on heels, as women who wear tight boots 
are able and apt to do; they walk with much 
the same action as if they were barefooted, 
and just as well. And they use the whole 
body in walking, not with the undulatory 
motion of Spanish women, but with a move- 
ment of the whole back and shoulders in 
the exact swing of the stride. Venetian 
women do, however, remind one in many 
ways of Spanish women in their way of do- 
ing the hair, of wearing the mantilla, for in- 
stance—the Moorish element, that is, com- 
ing out in both, so that in Venice, for in- 
stance, one finds quite as a matter of course 
an Antico Caffe dei Mori, a cigaret is still 
known as a. spagnoletto, and the dialect 
touches Spanish at all points. 

The types of Venetian women vary in 
every quarter: the women of the Castello 
have quite a different look from the women 
of the Dorsoduro. In seaport towns there 
is always a certain intermixture of races, 
and Venice, with the different layers of its 
different occupations and conquests, is 
variable to a greater degree than most sea- 
ports. Remembering that nearness which 
Venice has always had to the East, it is not 
altogether surprising to find among the 
Venetian types, and not least frequently one 
which is almost Japanese. They are singu- 
larly charming, these small, dark, catlike 
creatures, with their small black eyes, vivid 
as the eyes of a wild animal, their little 
noses, prettily curved in at the tip, their 
mouths with thick, finely curved lips, their 
hair, too, sometimes drawn back in the Jap- 
anese manner. And they have that look of 
catlike comfort and good humor which is 
also a Japanese trait. Then there are many 
Jews here, and in the Jewish women you 
tind often the finest type of Jewish beauty, 
in which the racial characteristics stop 
short just at the perfect moment. You find 
too, but only now and again, the vivid 
swarthiness of the gypsy, with the shining 
black hair, as black and polished as ebony, 
plaited and coiled tightly round the back of 
the head. 

Then there are many quite blonde women, 
as is often the case in seaports. The Vene-

for there are recipes for its 

painful process, in which you 

sat in the full heat of the sun, with your 
face covered and your hair laid out around 
you to get soaked and colored,with sunlight. 
The women nowadays feel that the color is 
not worth the headache. But they add to 
nature in one matter with extraordinary 
persistence—they powder their faces slight- 
ly on week days and thickly on festas, rare- 
ly with much art, with rather an ingenuous 
obviousness, which, so far as my observa- 
tion goes, is unique. Even quite young 
girls use poudre de riz, without the slight- 
est necessity for its use; possibly for one 
reason—because they think it bad for the 
complexion to wash the face much, and pow- 
der saves a good deal of washing. It gives 
a charming air of sophistication to people 
who are not too civilized to be frankly hu- 
man, who are in most ways so natural, and 
who are so happily wanting in those “ little 
ways’’ which we call, by way of reproach, 
feminine. 

But they are full of fantastic contradic- 
tions, powdering their faces, which are nice. 
and leaving their figures, which areinclined 
too much to the square, to take care of them- 
selves, without the aid or the direction of 
stays. And there is something elaborately 
artificial in the way many of them have of 
doing their hair, in little kiss-curls, com- 
posed in all manner of different ways; in lit- 
tle rows of corkscrews or harebells, tinkling 
along the forehead; or in trails down the 
side of the cheeks, like Carpaccio’s great 
picture of the ‘‘ Courtesans.”’ 

Women and girls, even children, dress ex- 
actly alike, and there-’is nothing more com- 
ical, more charming, than the little people 
of 12:who look like 20; brilliant, fascinating 
little people, at once very childish and very 
mature, with their hair coiled at the back 
like their elders, their skirts down to their 
heels, their shawls too long for them, dang- 
ling to the ground, but worn with an air of 
infinite importance and self-sufficiency. And 
the colors of all these women, the elegant 
olives, the delicate blondes, are thrown out 
so well, so finely adorned, by the vivid colors 
of shawls and dresses and stockings, which 
would be gaudy elsewhere, but which here, 
in the heat and glitter of such atmosphere, 
@re always in place, never immoderate. They 
are alla part of the picture, the great genre 
Gi which is Venice.—Harper’s Maga- 
zine.

WILDE AND TAYLOR ARE ARRAIGNED 


More Evidence Given Against Them ‘in the 
f Bow Street Court. 

London, April 11.—Great crowds gathered 
outside and inside the Bow Street Police 
Court today when Oscar Wilde and Alfred 
Taylor were brought from the prison at an 
early hourin a Biack Maria. When he ap- 
peared in the dock Wilde lnoked haggard and 
worn and greatly changed. He today was 
much more subdued, although he smiled once 
Or twice at certain questions which were put 
to him. He was dressed as faultlessly as ever, 
carrying a shining silk hat in his hand and 
displaying on his ungloved fingers many 
sparkling gems. 

Taylor, who is charged with having acted 
as procurcr for the author, behaved in the 
same sneeringly indifferent manner as when 
arraigned last week. The prisoners’ lawyers 
today delayed the proceedings in every possi- 
ble way. 

Charles Parker, the 19-year-old witneas who 
testified Saturday last,. was again placed in 
the witness box today and subjected to cross- 
examination by Sir Edward Clarke, but his 
testimony was not shaken. Fred Atkins, 20 
years of age, a variety singer, said Wilde took 
him to Paris in 1893. He addea that Wilde 
gave him a silver cigarette case and money. 
Asked if he did any writingfor Wilde, witness 
replied: “Yes. I wrote \amething about ‘A 
Woman of No Importance.’”’ 

Edward Shelly, formerly in the employ of 
Elkin & Matthews, said in 1891 Wilde called 
at the latter's store and thus witness made the 
prisoner’s acquaintance. Shelly told how 
Wilde gave him vopies of his works with ten- 
der inscriptions, took him to theaters, to the 
Prince of Wales’ ciub, and to other resorts. 

A number of disreputable lodging-house- 
keepers from the Chelsea district of London, 
in which Wilde’s home is situated, and several 
servants testified to Wilde’s visits to these 
houses in company with youths, The pro- 
prietor of the hotel at Albemarle also testi- 
fied as to how he issued a writ for a week’s bill 
in order to prevent Wilde from returning to 
that establishment. Wilde and Taylor were 
remanded for a week. bail being refused. 


OMRA KHAN’S' FANATICS DISPERSING., 


Latest News from Chitral Indicates His 
Power Has Collapsed, 

Calcutta, April 11.—A dispatch from Simla 

dated noon today says Col. Kelly has suc- 


ceeded in crossing the Shandar pass and was 


about sixty miles from Chitral April 7. The 
pass is 12,000 feet high and impassable 
to beasts of burden. Consequently the 
pioncers had to carry the field and 
mountain guns through déep snow, and 
with the weather: intensely cola. 
When these advices were forwarded to Simla 
the enemy was in position twenty miles dis- 
tant from the force commanded by Col, 
Kelly, and an engagement was expected. 

It is learned Lieuts. Fowler and Edwards, 
the two officers belonging to the British gar- 
rison at Chitral, who have been reported muiss- 
ing for some time past, were invited to a 
polo match at Reshun, where they were 
treacherously seized and their escort, consist- 
ing of twenty Bengal sappers, overcome by 
superior numbers and slain. Another report 
says Lieut. Fowler was killed by a foster 
brother of Amir Ul-Mulk, the present ruler 
of Chitral. 

Another dispatch from Simla says the latest 
news from the [front points strongly to the 
collapse of the power of Umra Khan. It is 
added the fanatical gatherings upon whose 
help he counted, and who have hitherto of- 
fered the most serious resistance to the Brit- 
ish forces, are now dispersing.

American, Accidentally Poisoned in a Mex- 
ican Hospital, Dies. 

City-of Mexico, April 11.—George Ageson, 
the Mexican Central foreman who wae acci- 
dentally poisoned at the American Hospital, 
died yesterday. The body lies at the hospital, 
guarded by the police, and, owing to the slow 
course of the Mexican law, may have to 
await interment a week. lit ise prob- 
able the corpse will be ordered _re- 
moved to the Juarez Government Hos- 
pital. Ageson was unmarried and his 
only known relatives are his sister’s tamily, 
living somewhere in Minnesota.

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IN PERIL FROM FIRE. 


APARTMENT HOUSE BLAZE MARKED 
BY MANY NARROW ESOAPES, 


Two Servants Are Missing and One Man 
Is Perhaps Fatally Burned=—Firemen 
Risk Their Lives te Save Those in the 
Ballding Who Are Endangered=—Occu- 
pants Lose Everything=Hundreds of 
Thousands of Dollars Lost by Dock 
Mismanacement=New York News. 


New York, April 11.—{Special.]—Fire from 
some unknown cause broke out in the air- 
shaft of the five-story apartment house No. 
8 West Ninety-fourth street at 9:45 o’clock 
tonight. Two servant girls, whose names 
are unknown, are said to have been burned 
to death. While this is not verified, one is 
surely iost, and a male occupant of the house 
is so badly burned it is feared he will die. 
There were a number of brave rescues by 
the firemen and many hairbreadth escapes. 

The fire was discovered by the janitor, but 
almost before he could summon Policeman 
Reed of the West One Hundredth Street 
squad the flames shot up through the air- 
shaft and the building was doomed. The 
whole interior of the house was a mass of 
flames, and the panic-stricken tenants were 
caught in a death trap. 

Rufus Price and E. F. Cummings of the 
fire patrol, by means of scaling ladders, took 
Caesar Pinto from a window on the third 
floor. He had fallen across the sill uncon- 
scious. Meantime four alarms and three 
calls for ambulances had been sent out. 
l‘into was found to be badly burned about 
the head and upper part of the body. But 
after being attended by a surgeon from 
Manhattan Hospital he was at his own re- 
quest removed to the house of his sister, 
Thirty-fourth street and Fifth avenue. 

Mrs. Peter Geraba was taken from the 
fourth story window by the firemen, and 
Detective Sergeant Armstrong, at the peril 
of his life, straddled a narrow alleyway be- 
tween the houses at the third floor and 
passed to Fireman Johnson, who was in the 
next house, Mr. and Mrs. A. J. W. Kerns 
and a baby. Armstrong tried to induce a 
servant to follow the Kernses, but she re- 
fused and disappeared down a hallway in 
the burning building. She was not again 
seen and it is supposed she perished in the 
flames. 

Mr. Sherwood, who lives in No. 78, says he 
saw an aged woman fall from the fourth to 
the second fire escape of the burning build- 
ing. Just how badly she was injured or who 
she is could not be learned. 

The building was owned by Haywood 
Bros. of No. 78 Murray street and was val- 
ued at $150,000. It is completely destroyed. 
The Colonial Bank occupied the first floor, 
and all its contents as well as everything 
owned by the tenants in the house went up 
in the blaze. The Colonial Bank was founded 
by Robert Harris,ex-President of the North- 
ern Pacific railroad company. It was a 
small institution,doing business with retail 
merchants in the neighborhood. It was not 
a member of the clearing house and made no 
discounts. Mr. H. O. Armour is said to bea 
stockholder in the Colonial Bank. 


LOSES MUCH MONEY BY DOCK LEASES. 


New Commissioners Find That Large Sums 
Go Astray—Middlemen Gain. 

New York, April 11.—{Special.]—At to- 
day’s meeting of the Board of Dock Com- 
missioners it- was shown-why what should 
be the greatest so@rce of income to New 
York City is in reality a source of constant 
loss. In twenty years the carelessness of 
the dock department has lost the city on one 
pier alone $256,000. The Dock Commission- 
ers will go over the entire system of dock 
leasing, and have already discovered enough 
to warrant them in saying that the city has 
lost and is still losing hundreds of thousands 
of dollars yearly. 

Commissioners E. C. O’Brien and Edwin 
Finstein had a long talk with Mayor Strong 
and he told them to follow up their investi- 
gations. It is understood that he granted 
the request of President O’Brien that expert 
accountants be detailed from the office of 
the Commissioner of Accounts to go over 
the books of the dock department. 

The mine was sprung when the board met 
this morning. Mr. O’Brien made the charge 
that dock privileges were being rented for 
speculative purposes. His report dealt with 
only one pier, old No. 40, the pier at the foot 
of Watt street. He charged that upon this, 
owing to the jugglery of ** middlemen,” the 
city had lost a rental of upwards of $256,000 
in twenty years, and that the loss still con- 

tinues. City Chamberlain O’Donohue is 
brought into unpleasant prominence in the 
report. 

Each lease contains a clause strictly for- 
bidding subleasing, but according to Presi- 
dent O’Brien’s report that clause has been 
ignored. Subleasing at higher rates is where 
the loss to the city comes in. 

Ex-Judge and ex-Dock Commissioner An- 
drew J. White says: ‘‘I have not heard of 
one specific charge of fraud against any one 
of the Dock Commissioners, and if any 
money has been stolen by them I have not 
had a slice of it. The criticisms made some 
time ago by one of the Commissioners of 
Accounts relating to expenditures and al- 
leged shortages in the dock department 
were entirely disproved by the Commission- 
ers."" Judge White gave up an $8,000 salary 
as Police Justice to become Dock Commis- 
sioner at $5,000. 


POTATO FARMERS GET TO WORK, 


Plowing and Planting of the New York 

Farms Under Way<—Offer of Free Land. 

_ New York, April 11.—{Special.]—The city 
farmers began work today on their potato 
patches in Long Island City. “Patrick Far- 
rell was the first to get his plot and he start- 
ed vigorously digging furrows in which to 
plant his potatoes. He needed no instruc- 
tions, for he owned a big farm near Atlantic 
City until reverses forced him to city tene- 
ment life. Sixteen other men were assigned 
their land, one-third of an acre to each. 
They were set to work first cutting potatoes 
for seed. All were enthusiastic, and the 
offer of a prize by the Superintendent for 
the best crop of the season stimulated them 
to greater activity. The Ravenswood farm 
on Jackson avenue, where the work has been 
commenced, contains about fifty acres, and 
will all be.ready for planting in a few days. 
The Lowery farm, containing 115 acres, 
around Recreation Park, is being plowed. 
Several hundred acres more in Long Island 
City will soon be ready. 

A philanthropist has made a generous offer 
to the Association for Improving the Condi- 
tion of the Poor, which has the farming 
scheme in charge. He visited the farms a 
few days ago and learned all the details of 
the work. He has in the northern part of 
the State several thousand acres of land that 
have never paid him for the investment. If 
the association will accept the charge he 
will give one-half of the land to the deserv- 
ing poor of the city, provided they will settle 
on it and become farmers. He will divide it 
into farms of ten acres each and @very alter- 
nate farm will be deeded without cost to the 
man who learns something about agricul- 
ture on these city farms. There will be no 
restrictions, save that the person who takes 
the land must live on it, just as the govern- 
ment requires of settlers in the West. 

The association is much pleased with the 
offer, as it will be of great assistance in car- 
rying out the plan of getting people away 
from the crowded city tenements. The as- 
sociation had in mind the securing of situa- 
tions as farm hands for many of the men/ 
who will be taught practical gardening, but, 
by this tender of land, those who prove 
themselves capable can be given a farm. 
The gentleman who made the offer sailed for 
Europe yesterday, but on his return next 
month the details will be made public. He 
is a wealthy citizen of New York. Secretary 
Tolman of the Association for the Improve. 
ment of the Poor said today many deserving 
pevple had an idea the relief plan is some 
scheme to beat them, and strangely enough 
the association has not been overwhelmed 
with applications, as it expected.

The singuiar proposition was raised by 
one of the lawyers that the goverhment 
could not legally exact a tax because the 
equivalent for services was rendered only 
on the high seas and the United States had 
no jurisdiction one league outside of Sandy 
Hook.

It 
was learned the conference included a gen- 
eral review of the situation throughout the 
State. Reports were had of the effects of 
the anti-Platt fight in Kings and Erie Coun- 
ties and through the northern part of the 
State. All these reports were to the effect 
Mr. Platt and his friends would lose every- 
thing, or practically everything, at the sum- 
mer primaries to elect delegates to the next 
State convention. In this city it was thought 
a solid anti-Platt delegation could be sent 
to the convention if Mr. Platt and his friends 
continued their fight on the municipal ad- 
ministration and reform measures. 


RETAIL MEAT DEALERS ARE ANGRY. 


They Say a Combine in the West Has Caused 
Advanced Prices. 

New York, April 11.—[Special.]}—There is 
a wide difference of opinion between the re- 
tail and the wholesale butchers as to the 
cause of the prevailing and unusual high 
prices in meat. A canvass of Washington 
Market this morning found as many opin- 
ions as men. The retail meat dealers are in- 
censed at what they call a combination be- 
tween the great cattle growers in the West 
and the big wholesale dressed beef firms, 
known as the Big Four. They think these 
men have made a corner in all the cattle, 
and that herein lies the cause of the high 
prices in meats. The wholesalers are of a 
different opinion, ridiculing the talk of a 
combination, and saying that just at this 
time it would be almost impossible to bring 
about such a combination. It was generally 
admitted both by retail and wholesale butch- 
ers that the tendency in the meat market is 
to higher prices, and no one knows where it 
will stop. 


TO HAVE ASHES REMOVED IN BAGS, 


New Clean Method of Handling Garbage 
Being Tried in New York. 

New York, April 11.—{Special.]—Street- 
Cleaning Commissioner Waring has been 
making a trial during the last two weeks of 
the system of collecting ashes in bags in- 
stead of in cans. The district selected for 
the experiment was Thirty-eighth street, be- 
tween Fourth and Sixth avenues. The work 
has resulted in a triumph for the bags. Pres- 
ident Wilson of the Board of Health has in- 
spected the system and recommended it. 
The bags are of canvas. Zinc cylinders are 
inserted into them and serve to hold them 
upright, so as to admit of their being readily 
filled. The cartman simply lifts out the cyl- 
inder,- leaving the ases in the bag, ties up 
the top, and dumps the bag into his cart. 
Each householder will be expected to fur- 
nish his own outfit, if the system is adopted

DEATH OF THE REV, TIMOTHY H, TABOR, 


He Was Famous as the Pioneer Universal- 
ist Clergyman of Illinois, 

The Rev. Timothy Hannibal Tabor, one of 
the pioneer Universalist clergymen of IIli- 
nois. died at his residence, No. 774 West 
Van Buren street, yesterday, aged 70 years.

Otner places where he held pastorates 
were Macomb, Yates City, Kirkwood, and 
Monmouth, Ill, and Bloomfield, Ia. In 
nearly all of these places he established 
chufches. Mr. Tabor came to Chicago nine 
years ago and became the editor of Manford’s 
Magazine, a, Universalist publication, a posi- 
tion which he held to the time of his death. 
He leaves a widow and two sons. The funeral 
wiil be held at 10 o’clock this morning from 
the family residence.

W. E. Smythe, Secretary of the National 
Irrigation Committee, Discourers In- 
terestingly on « Live Topic=-Burglars 
Who Robbed the Residences of Norman 
‘B. Beam and Elbridge G. Keith Are 
Arrested and Some of the Stolen Goods 
Recovered=Other Local News. 


There wasa large audience at the First 
Methodist Church last night to hear W. E. 
Smythe, Secretary of the National Irrigation 
committee, discourse upon the advantages of 
colonization in theyet unsettled West. The 
meeting was under the auspices of thee Home- 
séekers’ Association and was presided over by 
the Rev. Dr. John Rusk, pastor of the Fuller- 
ton Avenue Presbyterian Church, and Cor- 
responding Secretary of the Homeseekers 
Association, in the absence of President R. F. 
Sulzer of Minnesota. 

The object of the gathering was to consider 
the problem of the overcrowded condition of 
the cities and employment of the idle. Mr. 
Smythe in advocating irrigation system as the 
‘remedy-for industrial and social conditions 
related the history of the Mormons in Utah 
as an illustration of its merits. He also com- 
pared the Pullman system with the system of 
Brigham Young and was loudly applauded 
when he said that no matter what might be 
said against the Mormon chief when he came 
to judgment,. jit could not bs said he ever 
ground down and starved the industrial 
workers to pay dividends on watered stock. 

In introducing Mr. Smythe Dr. Rusk ex- 

lained thatthe object of the Homeseekers’ 
iigeaation was to inaugurate a movement 
which would be good for the cities and the 
whole country. One of its purposes was to 
see that men obtained accurate information 
concerning the arid lauds. This association, 
he said, was chiefly composed of ministers, 
as it intended to report the truth as the result 
of observation. It was intended to provide 
homes and profitable work for the surplus 
population of the large towns, not as a work 
of charity, but to enable men to live and at 
‘the same time preserve their independence 
and dignity. Mr. Rusk read telegrams and 
letters from Edward Everett Hale, the Rev. 

. F. W. Gunsaulus, ex-Gov. J. W. Fifer, 
and Jenkin Lloyd Jones commending the ob- 
jects of the Homeseekers’ Association. 

The Rev. Mr. Carwardine of Pullman told 
of the conditions of the unemployed families 
there and appeuled for aid to find thern homes. 
M. H. Madden, the labor leader, commended 
Mr. Smythe’s colonization plan. . 

Mr. Sinythe said: 

O Over 98 per cent of the population of this 
country live east of the ninety-seventh meridian. 
Inthe country west of it. which wopld sustain 
100,000,000, there are scarcely 4,000,000. It is 
the western half of the country which offers the 
better field for a great civilization. True, irri- 
wtion is needed to produce crops there, but that 
one of its cheapest blessings. People think of 
irr-gation as a substitute for rain, but, in truth, 
rain is a substitute for irrigation. 

Every homeless man _in Chicagois the heir to 
ahome somewhere. The peopie of the United 
States own between 100,000,000 and 200,000.- 
000 acres of land susceptible to reclamation. 
These lands would sustain between 50,000,- 

000 and 100,000,000=—_people and have 
the grandest scenery in the world. There 
is a multitude of people in Llinois who would 
gladly take up these landsif they could get to 
them and be sustained while they were building 
irrigating canals. The question must be settled 
for them.or the country will have to submittoa 
revolu The Carey bill isa good thing. and 
four of the desert States have accepted its offers. 
lf 1 were offered my choice between 100 families 
100,000 families to go tothe West and put 


this scheme into operanon I would accept the — 


100 families so that if it were a failure it would 
be a limited misfortune, 
There areseveral objection: to be answered. 


Some peop!e say families were starving in 
Kanses and Nebraska. But that is because they 


gushed into a semi-arid country without a 
knowledge of its characteristics. Some object 
that this is-pot a paternal country. Some say 
the Western fa:ms are already producing more 
than is needed, This is the result of one-crop 
far ming. These and all other objections are 
euperficial and imaginary. The time must come 
when irrigation would be the salvation of the 
country, both its government and’its people..

Case of the Steins Cited by the President of 
the Western Society for the Suppression 
of VicemMen Sent to Prison by Judge 
Grosscup Not Prosecuted by the State’s- 
Aitorney=Kern Declares He Will Act 
Vigorously upon Saflficient Evidence= 
Tart Letter on the Subject. 


State’s-Attorney Kern’s alleged failure to 
prosecute venders of obscene literature 
has evoked the indignation of those who are 
working for the suppression of the vice. 
Mr. Kern says the evidence has been insuf- 
ficient, although offenders whom he failed 
to prosecute have been sent to the peniten- 
tiary by the United States Court. Thepres- 
ent criticism” grows out of the dismissal 
of cases against B. Stein and Max Stein, 
father and son, who were arrested on com- 
plaint of the Western Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice. The Steins kept and still 
keep a book and picture store on one of the 
streets near the Polk Street Station. The 
two men were indicted under State’s-Attor- 
ney Longenecker’s regime and were brought 
to trial under Jacob Kern when he first took 
office. The father was fined $400 and the 
son was set free. This was on one case. 

President H. D. Penfield of the Western 
Society for the Suppression of: Vice says 
State’s-Attorney Kern agreed that with the 
fine should go forth the understanding that 
the Steins should quit the business, and 
that other indictments should hold over. 


He Says Kern Was Deceptive. 

“We went to Mr. Kern time after time,” 
said Mr. Penfield, ‘“‘and at every visit he 
gave us to understand the cases against the 
Steins were still pending and that it would 
be unnecessary for us to produce new evi- 
dence. So we did not try to get new cases, 
but at last we found the cases had been 
nolle prossed and that Mr. Kern had been 
deceiving us, either intentionally or unin- 
tentionally.’”’ 

Recently Charles F. Young and George 
W. Stewart were sentenced in. the United 
States court totermsofimprisonment. The 
charges against Young were first brought 
in the State court. 

State’s-Attorney Kern said yesterday 
Young was leniently dealt with because 
Stephen A. Douglas pleaded for him and 
said he was an innocent dealer in other 
men’s goods. 

When Mr. Kern was shown a letter from 
R. W. McAfee to H. D. Penfield intimating 
that the State’s-Attorney had not done his 
duty in cases unnamed, but supposedly the 
Stein cases, Mr. Kern said: 

‘‘It was a mistake on the part of my 
clerk. I intended that the cases against the 
Steins should be stricken off with leave to 
reinstate, and it was not my intention that 
they should be nolle prossed.’’ 

Then Mr. Kern called in a clerk, who said 
the cases had been “nolle prossed,’’ but pos- 
sibly without Mr. Kern’s approval. The 
nolle prosse stands, however, and to geta 
case against the dealers who send cata- 
logues of their works to boys and girls of 
every school which sends a schedule of its 
scholars to parents it is necessary to collect 
new evidence. The dealers in obscene liter- 
ature since the conviction by the United 
States Court are particularly careful to send 


‘their foul matter by express. 


Judge Grosscup, when he sentenced the 
dealers in obscene literature, scored them in 
a way that is memorable. He called them 
‘vipers’ and said their crime was second 
only to murder. 

McAfee’s Opinion of the State’s-Attorney. 

Mr. McAfee is the general agent of the 
Western Society for the Suppression of Vice. 
It was he who secured in the United States 
Court penitentiary sentences for the men 
whom State’s-Attorney Kern failed to pros- 
ecute. What. Mr. McAfee thinks of Jacob 
Kern is shown in the following letter to 
President Penfield: 

“IT have the honor to report the conviction 
of Charles F. Young, Edward Steele, and 
George W. Stewart in the Federal Court at 
Chicago last week for advertising obscene 
books and pictures by the use of the United 
States mail. Young was sentenced by Judge 
Grosscup to imprisonment at Joliet for five 
years, Steele for three years, and Stewart, 
a producer as well as distributor, awaits 
sentence. During the present fiscal year 
ending April 30, 1895, we have succeeded in 
convicting twenty-two offenders, twenty of 
whom have been sentenced to imprisonment 
aggregating eighteen years nine months and 
eleven days and fined $7,350 besides costs of 
prosecution, We caused said Young and 
seven other dealers in obscene literature and 
pictures to be indicted in the State Court in 
November, 1892. Four of them pleaded 
guilty and were let off with nominal fines 
on motion of State’s-Attorney Kern. We 
never have been able to get the others tried, 
and all but Young have been dismissed. If 
Judge Grosscup be right when he said, in 
sentencing Young and Steele, that their 
crime was worse than disseminating germs 
of infectious diseases, etc., etc., what must 
be the attitude of a State prosecuting at- 
torney who for over two years allows par- 
ties to continue this awful business while 
under indictment, and refuses, after many 
importunities, to bring them to trial? Young 


and Steele were arrested also by officers of 


the Civic Federation, but were not brought 
to trial. They had secured no eviden¢e that 
we could use in our prosecution in the United 
States Courts. 
R. W. McAresz, General Agent. 
Kern Asks for Evidence. 

‘‘T will not only probecute these men,” 
said Mr. Kern after reading this letter, ** but 
if they will give’ me evidence enough I will 
raid these places and burn all the dirty stuff 
they have. I know the iniquity of this traf- 
fic, and I am in earnest in my willingness to 
kill it. I think I can get those nolle prossed 
cases reinstated. Let them bring the evi- 
dence over again.’’ 

When Mr. Penfield was told yesterday 
pe the State’s-Attorney had said he re- 
plied: ¢ 
‘Why, we have furnished him evidence 
to send those men to the State’s prison. We 
gave him the obscene books and had all the 
witnesses. What has he done with all this 
evidence? The evidence was so strong that 
eight indictments were returned against 
each one of the Steins. He had one of them 
fin $400 and then nolle prossed the other 
cases. More than that, we kept going to Mr. 
Kern for two years with evidence that the 
Steins were still selling obscene literature. 
During all that time he assured us he would 
prosecute them, and at the time he was giy- 
ing us this assurance the cases had been 
nolle prossed. We can get the witnesses 
agajn, but it would be difficult to get at pres- 
ent the same kind of evidence Mr. Kern has 
in his office now, if he hasn’t destroyed it. 
Why doesn’t he act on the conclusive in- 
formation he has?’’

tical test a project for restoring “‘life’’ to 
worn steel rails and thus returning them fit, 
it is said, for many years’. services. More 
than a score of Western railroad men are in- 
terested as investors in the undertaking, 
which has been launched by the inventor of 
the process, E. W. McKenna, General Man- 
ager of the Great Northern railroad. The 
Illinois Steel company, owner of one of thé 
largest group of steel rail mills in the world, 
is deeply interested in knowing whether the 
process is practical, and this, an officer ex- 
plained yesterday, was the explanation of 
the company having leased part of the plant 
on the North Branch. The lease runs fora 
definit period, but it is terminable on a few 
months’ notice. 

The Pioneer Rail Renewing company was 
created under the law of Wisconsin. Gen. 
Otto Falk is the President. Treasurer 
Prentice yesterday explained its objects, 
He said: 

‘The life of steel rail varies under con- 
ditions of traffic. It is impossible to give 
any average, but instances have been known 
of rails requiring to be taken up in three or 
four years. The old rails go into the manu- 
facture of wire and a few other things, but 
the use of the rail in new manufactures is 
practically limited. As a matter of fact 
this old material accumulates faster than 
the demand for it grows. As a natural con- 
sequence railroads get a comparatively low 
price for the rails they are obliged to re- 
place, and the expense of renewal is enor- 
mous, Mr. McKenna’s process is simple. 
It involves heating the rail to a therry red, 
then passing it twice through heavy rolls, 
in which the angles of its form are revived. 
The ends of a rail suffer most from use. 
Rolling langthens the rail and it also de- 
creases the weight two pounds to the yard. 
We plane the ends off to make the length 
correct, and the rail is finished. It is an- 
nealed and to all intents a new rail, fit to 
last many years. Furnaces and rolls are 
now being built at the North Chicago plant. 
They will be ready for the first heat in about 
sixty days.”’ 

Experiments in line of renewing the ‘“‘life”’ 
of worfi rails have been made before and it 
is said at a large cost. Railroad companies 
that spend fortunes in renewing their tracks, 
it is easy to see, have watched these experi- 
ments. The fact, however, that the Illinois 
Steel company had leased a portion of its 
plant for experiments, which if successful 
might effect changes in the trade in rails, 
created some comment yesterday. An in- 
sider said in relation. to it: 

“A rail on a trunk line road is subjected to 
a mighty hammering. every time a train 
passes over it. It is heated toa high tem- 
perature by the friction of the wheels, then 
quickly cooled, especially in winter, and this 
process is repeated over and over again. It 
is exposed to the variations and conditions 
of the atmosphere, is rained and snowed on, 
and if under all this its structure and prysi- 
cal and metallic conditions do not greatly 
change, experience in the steel trade hasn't 
taught anything. Still it is desirable to 
know whether a rail that has passed through 
these influences can be revived and made as 
sound as before. When that is understood 
the policy of the Dlinois Steel company in 
making the lease will also be understood. 
The company wants to know whether the 
theory in the experiment will hold in prac- 
tice for the sake of its effect upon the man 
ufacture of rails.”’ 

The North Chicago plant of the Illinois 
Steel company has been practically shut 
cown. for months. So has the Union steel 
works, also part of its general plant. It was 
said, however, by an official that there were 
hopes of a reopening of the Union works tn 
the autumn. The steel trade has improved. 
This is particularly the case as to structural 
steel. Men in the business say that plants in 
Eastern States are behind with orders for 
steel beams and columns. There is consid-

WATER COLOR EXHIBIT OF RARE MERIT. 


It Opens to the Public at the Art Institute 
This Morning. 

The seventh annual exhibition of Amer- 
ican water colors, opened to the invited 
guests of the Art Institute at the reception 
last evening, and to the general public this 
morning, includes works from all parts of 
the United States and a number from Eng- 
land by American artists living there., Of 
the 375 pictures which make up the exhtbi- 
tion 188 are from New York. Chicago art- 
ists contribute eighty-nine. In a collection 
of this size there are of course works which 
are neither a credit to the artist who painted 
them nor a pleasure to those who view them. 
That there are so few of these in this collec- 
tion makes it one of the best water color ex- 
hibits_that has been seen in Chicago. 

Much more than ordinarily interesting are~ 
the figures: and portraits of this showing. 
One that is exceptionally attractive is 
* Mother and Child,” by E. W. D. Hamilton, 
painted in delicate tones with a simple di- 
rectness which eliminates distractions. 
The unbroken gray planes of: i background 
which surround the exquisite figures of the 
mother and the little child on her Knee 
leaves the beautiful sentiment of the picture 
the strong prevailing attraction. ‘A Sym- 
phony in Red and Yellow,”’ by John H, Van- 
derpoel of the Art Institute School, is a bril- 
liant piece of vigorous work that is delight- 
fulin treatment. That this small but large- 
ly excellent pastel has not missed apprecia- 
tion is evideat, for already it is marked 

** sold.’"’Another pastel which is as admira- 
ble in treatment as effect is, ‘‘ Head of a 
Girl,’’ by Samuel Isham. 

There are three figures by Marcia Oaks 
Woodbury, “A Sunflower,” *“‘ The Baby,” 
and “‘ The Smoker.”’ The first, which shows 
a tiny peasant girl examining a sunflower, 
is the best in composition, and the expres- 
sion of the small face is an achievement. 
Three figures by E. A. Abbey, “‘ Pandora,” 
* Bianca,’* and ‘‘In a Garden,’’ are unique 
in their peculiarly original conception and 
treatment and among the best things in the 
exhibition. There are two figures by Mrs. 
Elizabeth L. 8S. Adams, ‘‘An American Girl” 
and “Afterthought.”” The color scheme in 
the. latter is especially pleasing. 

Of the portraits a miniature of Mrs. J. J. 
Bryan by Cecile Payen is one of the best. In 
it the artist has succeeded in escaping the 
porcelain prettiness of the ordinary min- 
jature and in giving vividness, breadth, and 
vitality to her delicate. work. It is an ad- 
mirable likeness, and from every point of 
view is an achievement not often attained 
by painters of miniatures. There are two 
pastel portraits by Mme. Kasimir Dizie- 
kouska Which indicate individuality ina way 
that shows subtle insight as well as knowl- 
edge. 

In flower painting the finest possible note 
is rarely struck, which possibly is the reason 
why representations of this sort do not often 
take very high rank. Still artists of note 
have painted some remarkably good things 
in this line. William Coffin has painted a 
noble representation of the wild rhododen- 
drons of the Alleghanys. One of the best 
flower pieces is a study of yellow roses by 
Beatrice C. Wilcox. It is at once poetical 
and correct and in a wholly admirable way 
combines a trushful study with pictorial 
Not as broad nor as attractive in 
the scheme of color but still an excellent 
piece of work is ‘‘ White Roses,’’ by rn. 
same artist, “‘American Beauty Roses,”’ b 
Gertrude Estabrook, is an accurate render- 
ing of these opulent flowers, which are dif- 
ficult to paint. There is a mass of Dutch 
begonias, by Frieda Voelter Redmond, 
which are remarkable in being painted with- 
out faltering or sentiment, and a pot of 
chrysanthemums by 8. 8S. Hayden which is 
a delightful color symphony. *
